Lawrence Mill Men Who Are 
Out Have a Grievance 


SYMPATHETIC STRIKE TALK 


Although They Are Content With 
Present Wages—Stopping of Knite 
ting Looms Will Augment Strikers’ 


Rauks at Lowell by 8500 
== 


Lowell, Mass., April 1--Labor men 
who are obeying the strike order of the 
Textile council clamored last night fora 
synipathetic strike in the Lawrence 
hosiery, the knitters of which are re- 
maining neutral, on the ground that 
the operatives of the other six mulls 
will be the sufferers if one mill is al- 
lowed to run. For nearly five hours 
the knitters of the hosiery, something 
like 100 of them, sat in Spinners’ hall 
listening to pleas that they reorganize 
the union und then decide to jein the 
rest of the operatives. The knitters 
formerly were organized, but dissen- 
tions recently caused many of them to 
give up their membership. 

Carders and spinners of the Law- 
rence who are on strike were the 
chief complainants against the knit- 
ters, claiming that so long as one miil 
was permitted to run there could not be 
an efiective strike. They further 
claimed that it would permit the agent 
to discriminate against the strikers 
after the trouble was over, and there 
Was no reason why the Lawrence mill 
should be exempted from the strike or- 
der. Other speakers thought thata bad 
example was set to the loyal unionists 
in other mills to have 3900 textile op- 
eratives at their work as if nothing 
had happened. 

‘The knitters finally made a temporary 
organization, informally endorsed the 
strike, and decided to meet tonight to 
act upon the question of a sympathetic 
strike. The knitters say they are con- 
tent with their wages, which run from 
$11 to $15 a week. If they struck it 
might paralyze the industry in the 
Lawrence for the reason that they are 
the first craft to handle the yarn after 
it leaves the spinners, and by stopping 
the knitting rooms all succeeding de- 
partments will be tied up until 3500 
persons are forced into idieness. This 
mill can run without the carders and 
spinners if yarn can be bought in the 
market. 

On the side of the mill agents it wes 
said that the Luwrence company Wis 
indifferent whether 1t runs or not. for 
the seasou is now over and business Js 
slack and a short vacation will not be 
amiss. The hosiery only makes light 
weight goods. 

The oulanders, ebout 500, were gath- 
ered and organized into the Polish as- 
sociation. The surprise among the 
labor men is the attitude of the Greeks 
and the loyalty they are showing to the 
unions. It was feared that they would 
not be sympathetic, but they are prov- 
ing wore vigorously aggressive in favor 
of the strike than was anticipated.

Building In Course of Construction 

Collapses and Kills a Foreman 

Boston, April 1.—By the collapse of a 
large steel and wooden apartment 
house in the process of construction at 
Brcokline yesterday afternoon, George 
Smith, the foreman, was killed and four 
others injured, one perhaps fatally. 
All the injured were removed to 
hospitals Jobn Gallagher is ina very 
serious coudition and his life hangs by 
a thread. 

The wrecked building was to have 
been a three-story apartment hotel and 
was being built by the Brandon Build- 
ing trust. It had a froatage of 163 
feet and was SO feet in depth, and the 
basement, first story and a portion of 
the second had been finished. The 
cause of the accident bas not yet been 
ascertained. The superintendent of 
buildings asserts that the accident was 
not due to faulty construction, as every 
requirement of the law had been lived 
up to. 

Foreman Smith was the first to realize 
the impending danger. He heard an 
ominous grating sound and noticed the 
bulging of the walls. With a shout of 
warning to the other men at work on 
the structure he ran to the basement 
and attempted to “shore” up the rear 
of the building. Not over two minutes 
had elapsed, however, before the en- 
tire building collapsed, with a roar 
that was heard half a mile away, en- 
gulfing the five men in a mass of 
tangled iron, steel and wooden debris.

WARRANT WANTED.

Assistant United States District At-

“SHORT OVER $21,000 


Cooke’s Misdeeds Said to Include 
Emb -zzlement and Forgery 

Milford, Mass., April 2—Walter S. 
V. Cooke, former treasurer of the 
Milford Co-operative bank, was short 
$2 in his accounts at the time 
he tried to kill himself at his home 
in Boston a monthago. The report of 
the expert accountant was submitted to 
the bank directors last night. 

The accountant, G. W. Manson, says 
that embezzlement, forgery and per- 
jury are shown by the books. ‘The 
shortage to th» bank is $16,217.22, to 
which is added the loss of $5000 on the 
treasurer's bond. The accountant 
found that netes on mortgages had 
been paid, the mortgages left uncan- 
celied and the notes marked unpaid; 
false entries were made in the cash 
book, and checks had been forged with 
President Eldredge’s name and the pro- 
ceeds taken by Cooke. The books of 
the bank, Manson says, were badly 
kept, and traces of dishonesty were to 
be found in the accounts as far back 
as 1897. He confined his report to the 
last year. 

Cooke was brought here from  Bos- 
ton Monday and held in $20,000 for the 
grand jury on the charge of embeczle- 
ment. He is now at the Worcester jail, 
}and is on the road to recovery from a 
bullet wound in the head. From the 
time of his arrest it has generally been 
accepted that the defalcation was about 
$15,000. It is stated that if Cooke 
should manage to get bail he will be 
rearrested, charged with forgery.

THE DEERING MURDER 


{£xplained by the Story of Woman 
Who Stood Abuse For Years 
Bangor, Me., April 2.—Whate ver light 
was needed to clear up the mystery of 
the death of Wiiliam A. Deering in 
Brewer on the night of March 14 was 


furnished yesterday by the widow, 
Mrs. Mary H. Deering, who is dying} 
of » cancer and who has been charged! 
by a coroner's jury with having killed ! 
ber husband, made a statement under j 
oath practically confessing that it was} 
she who committed the deed. She does! 
not clearly state just how the fatal 
shot was fired, but says that she took 
the revolver from beneath the mattress 
of her bed and went to her husband's 
room With the intention of killing him 
and then herself. She says that her 
sister, Mrs. Joges, knew nothing of ber 
intentions tet after it was too late. 

Mrs. Deering deposes that she was, 
married 21 years ago and that her tife 
for the most part since then has been 
most unhuppy. She says that Deering 
has beaten her unmercifully and has 
made life a burden for her for many. 
years. She says ‘he has entered ber 
room in the dead hours of the night, 
seized her by the hair and dragged 
her from room to room. He has then 
stripped her clothing from her in shreds 
and dared her to move a muscle or to 
cry for help. On one occasion when 
he was slightly ill and in bed she was 
caring for him, although she was hLer- 
self very il and weak, be ask«d her 
to bring him something. She did not 
respond immediately, whereupon he 
leaped from the bed and struck her 
with a heavy dining chair. rom the 
effects of this blow she lay in bed three 
weeks unable to turn over. Her at- 
tending physician told her that three 
ribs were broken. ‘lwo years ago he 
struck her a fearful blow with his fist, 
causing great pain, which became worse. 
A physician whom she consulted told 
her that the bruise would result ina 
cancer and it has. She is dying from 
the effects of the cancer. 

On the afternoon previous to the 
shooting Deering came into her room. 
He stood by her bedside and coolly told 
her that she could not last long and 
that he constantly prayed that her 
end would come soon. He taunted her 
with her condition and told her what 
joy would be his when he should look 
within a coffin and view her corpse. 
She decided then to kill him and then 
commit suicide. Her greatest fear 
was not that Deering would kifi her, 
but that he would kill her sister. Such 
in brief is the story of Mrs. Decring.

The president bowed his thanks to 
Mayor Harrisoa, and then proceeded in 
his pecullarly energetic wanner to de- 
liver addrass. He din 
culty in commencing for the reason that 
the cheers that hid greeted bis firsy 
appearance in the hall burst forth with 
renewed vigor and it was sever 
utes before he able toe proceed. 
The address was as follows: 

Today 1 wish to speak to you, not 
merely about the Monroe doctrine, but 
about our entire position in the western 
hemisphere--a position so pecullur and 
predominant that out of it Las grown 
the acceptance of the Monroe doctrine 
us vn cardinal feature foreign 
policy; and in particular [ wish to 
point out what bas been done during 
the lifetime of the last congress to 
make good our position iu accordance 
with this historic policy. 

Ever since the time when we defini 
nitely extended our boundaries west- 
ward to the Pacific and southward to the 
gulf, since the time when the eld Span- 
ish and Portuguese colonies to the 
south of us asserted their independence, 
our nation has insisted that because of 
its primacy in strength among the na- 
tions of the western heinisphere it las 
certain duties ard responsibilities 
which oblize it to take a leading part 
thereon. We hold that our’ interests 
in this henisphere are greater than 
those of any European power possibly 
can be, and that our duty to ourselves 
and to the weaker republics who are cur 
neighbors requires us to see that none 
of the great military powers from 
across the seas shall encroach upon 
the territory ef the American re- 
publies or acquire control thereover. 

This policy, therefore, not only for- 
bids us to acquiesce in such territorial 
acquisition, but also causes us to ob- 
ject to the acquirement of a control 
which would in its effect be equal to 
territorial aggrandizement. ‘This is 
why the United States has steadily be- 
lieved-that the construction of the 
great isthutlan canal should ve done 
by ourselves. The canal must of 
necessity go through the territory of 
one of our smaller sister republics. We 
haye been scrupulously careful to ab- 
stain from perpetrating any wrong 
upon any of these republics in this 
matter. Our intention was steadfast; 
we desired action taken so that the 
canal could always be used by us in 
time of peace and war alike, and in 
time of war could never be used to our 
detriment by eny nation which was 
hostile to us. Such action, by the cir- 
cumstances surrounding it, was neces- 
sarily for the benefit and not the detri-

Touching Story of Mrs. Ballington 
Booth’'s Visit to State Convicts. 


“There is one Easter in my life,” says 


Mrs. Ballington Booth, the “Little 
Mother” of the state convicts, “which 


stands out with the brilliancy of the 


stars on a moonless night. It was spent | 


in Clinton, a state prison at Danne- 

mora, N. Y. Never before had I met an 
audience like that one. There were no 
sullen expressions, no faces of scoffers 
among those whom I looked down 
upon. 
and many looked as though the waters 
of the earth had rolled over them. But 


it had left them hope, and that hope | 


made their-faces radiant. As I arose to 
sing my little daughter, who sat with 
the warden’s family in the audience 
and who was making her first visit to a 
prison, became impatient and leaving 
her seat came to the platform. She 


elung so tightly to my skirts that I | 


finally lifted and placed her on the desk 
at my side. When I 
‘You've Carried Your Burden,’ I asked 
her if she would not sing a verse of it 
for ‘the boys.’ Much to my surprise she 
immediately began and sang the verse 
through without a break. 

“I shall never forget that scene. The 
childish voice rang out sweet and clear 
and so distinctly that every word was 
heard. The little figure in white, with 
her golden curls about her face, smil- 
ingly sang her message, and tears 


| streamed down the faces of the men as 


the baby voice repeated, ‘Oh, bring it 
to Jesus; he’s loving and strong.’ I be- 
than one lonely, aching 
heart, who perhaps for many years 
hud not heard ‘a childish voice, was 
lightened that Easter day and found 
for the first time the great Burden 
Bearer. 

“In the afternoon we held our second 
service, and it was like gathering in a 
harvest. There wasn’t much said; there

‘The story, The 
Conmercial says, leaked out as the re- 
sult of a legal dispute over two life 
insurance policies and is to the effect 
that Pennell induced friends in the east

Wallace Thayer, who was Pennell’s 
attorney and friend, is re- 
ferred to by the paper as saying he 
hud suspected irregularities but that be 
had no proof of any such wrongdoing. 
Incidentally, it has been learned that 
Pennell made provision for the pay- 
ment to Mrs. Edwin L. Burdick of $25,- 
000 out of his life insurance. 

Pennell carried over $200,000 life fn- 
surance in order that after his death 
the eastern estates against which he is 
alleged to have defam 
able to recoup the losses which they 
had sustained through bim. In his 
will Pennell named as administrator of 
his estate his brother, J. F. Pennell. 
Ife left to his administrator sealed in- 
structions that upon his death he 
should make good in full out of his 
estate all the losses which had been 
sustained through his defaleations. 

The Commercial adds that Vennell 
bad contemplated suicide for two 
Years and says the fact is known that 
“Pennell planned two years ago to 
throw himself in front of a train at 
Peekskill and to make it appear that 
his death was an uccident. Hestopped 
oft at Peekskill on the way back from 
New York, with the intention of com- 
mitting suicide in that way, but his 
nerve failed Lim. Recently he told the 
story of the Veekskill incident himself,

These two 
policies had been assigned by Pennell 
to Attorney Thayer, in trust. In one 
he was referred to as “Wallace Thayer, 
trustee,” and in the other he was 
designated . “Wallace 
trustee.” 

The insurance companies took legal 
counsel in Uie metter and held up pay- 
ments. J. F. Iennell, the edministra- 
tor of the estate, was called in and in- 
sisted on having more information be- 
fore he would consent to the payment 
of any insurance money to Thayer as 
trustee. It was then that the story of 
Tennell’s alleged defaications and his 
plans to eomimit suicide 
hjown.

A Sister Ship of Torpedo Boat 
Destroyer Macdonough. 


Today the United States Navy De- 
partment became full possessor of one 


lof the most complicated and delicate 


war engines in the torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer Lawrence, which was delivered 
to the commandant of the Charlestown 
Navy Yard, baving steamed across the 
harbor from the place of construction, 
the Fore River shipyard at Quincy. 

The Lawrence is an interesting vessel 
in many ways; she is one of the first 
government vessels built by the Fore 
River Company, her keel having been 
laid in the old yard at Braintree, April 
10, 1899, and she was launched Nov. 4, 
1909, 

She is one of 16 of the class author- 
ized by the act of Congress of May 4, 
1898, as a nucleus for a fleet of 40 de- 
stroyers, and by Sept. 20 of the same 
year the Fore River Company submitted 
designs. It was not fora number of 
months,” however, that the department 
was ready to consider them, so delay 
occurred in commencing the work. 

Another peculiarity of the Lawrence 
is the fact that her design was original 
with, the Fore River Company, and 
differed in many ways from the Navy 
Department design, but the differences 
seemed s9 indicative of progressive 
thought that the design was accepted 
for the Lawrence and the sister boat, 
the Macdonough, 

The principal characteristic of the 
torpedo-boat destroyers is speed, and 
in the case of this vessel 28 knots was 
required; to this end space and com- 
fort for the crew are sacrificed, in the 
interests of the powerful engines, but 
so well-planned is the Lawrence that 
tbe living quarters for officers and crew 
are remarkably roomy and comfortable. 

In building such a vessel as the Law- 
rence new problems were developed, 
the solution of which was absolutely 
necessary, and careful experiments 
were required and much study of results 
entailing calculations of great accuracy 
and changes in the mechanical con- 
struction. 

The lines of the hull were admirably 
conceived, and the tests showed that 
the requirements were fully met, but 
the action of the engines on the two 
propellers brought out an unexpected 
vibration which was eliminated only 
after mach study and changes in the 
engines. 

The motive power of the Lawrence is 
two four-cylinder triple expansion 
engines, the cylinders of which are 22 
inches, 31 inches, 34 inches in diameter 
with a 20-inch stroke; with a steam 
pressure of 240 pounds 360 revolutions 
of the propellers are made, and 8400 
borse power developed. 

With such an immense driving power 
so disproportionate to the size of the 
vessel, a speed of 29.4 knots was 
developed on Oct. 11, which was 1.4 
knots faster than the required speed for 
the official trial. 

The dimensions of the Lawrence are: 
length over all, 246 feet; beam 22 feet, 
three inches; depth 14 feet; draught 6 
feet, one inch; displacement 407 tons; 
displacement when fully loaded 514 
tons, 

In this area, in order to develop the 
required speed, the motive power must 
be necessarily disproportionate, and the 
two engines and fire-rooms and coal 
bunkers oceupy the greater portion of 
the vessel. There are four boilers for- 
ward of the engines, the grate surface 
of them aggregating 315 square feet, 
and the pace surface of 17,708 
square feet; two blowing engines to 
each fire-room give a forced draught. 

Tbe bunkers can hold 147 tons of 
coal, which is calculated to give the 
vessel a steaming radius of 3,000 miles 
at a 14-knot speed, or 1,000 at 28 knots, 
which would mean that the Lawrence 
could steam from New York to Florida 
in less than two days. 

An especial feature of the engine 
construction is the interchangeable 
parts. There are engines for the steer- 
ing gear, for the windlass and the four 
blowers, and should one of these be- 
come disabled the injured part could 
be supplied from another engine, not 
then in use, and the vessel still be in 
perfect order. This may prove an in- 
ness of the vessel. 

The officers’ aud crew's quarters are 
at the extreme ends of the vessel. The 
crew have a large room at the stern 
where 30 men can be comfortably locat- 
ed and the galley is just forward with 
every convenience at hand. The offi- 
cers’ quarters are in the bow of the 
vessel directly connected with the con- 


ning tower from which the vessel is 
worked, 

The commander’s room is comfortable 
and well arranged, the executive and 
watch officers’ comfort is well consid- 
ered and the petty officers have a large 
room. In fact, the actual amount of 
living room is suprisingly large for so 
small a vessel, and in general it is 
stated that the Lawrence has the best 
quarters of any of the vessels of this 
class. 

The armament of the Lawrence con- 
sists of two torpedo tubes for long 18- 
inch Whitehead torpedoes, mounted on 
the fore and aft line of the main deck. 
She will also carry two tbree-inch and 
five six-pounder rapid-fire rifles. Four 
torpedoes will be carried; one_in each 
tube, and two in boxes on deck. A 
searchlight is mounted forward; elec- 
tric lights are used through the vessel. 

The Lawrence is unarmored save for 
the three-quarter inch nickel steel of 
her conning tower. The outside {skin 
is of five-sixteenths-inch steel, and the 
coal in the"bankers is the only protec- 
tion of the engines and boilers. To get 
into fighting range quickly, discharge 
the torpedo and get away as quickly is 
the only defence of this class of vessel. 

The sister ship to the Lawrence, the 
Macdonough, is now being completed 
at the Fore River shipyard. A test was 
made recently off Boston harbor to de- 
termine the valve settings, and during 
the hour and a half when the vessel 
was steaming, 26 knots was easily 
maintained, the engines working satis- 
factorily in every way.

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PROSPERITY OF NATION 


/Rests on Prosperity of Wage 
Worker and Tiller of Soil 


EDUCATION OF THE FARMER 


Has Been Greatly Aided by the De- 


partment of Agricul ture—Wage 


Workers Find an Object Lesson In 
the Work of the Anthracite Coal 


Strike Commission 


Aberdeen, S. D., April 7.—President 
Roosevelt yesterday traversed South 
Dakota and made more speeches than 
ou any other day during his present trip. 
He ended his 12th speech last even- 
ing at Aberdeen. ‘The speeches were 
confined fer the most part té the tariff 
and to the general prosperity of the 
country. In all his speeches he fol- 
lowed closely the lines of his former 
subjects. The 
ouly set speech was made at Sioux 
Talls on ‘Lhe Wage-Worker and the 


addresses on these 


‘Viller of the Soil.” He said in part: 
There are many, many lesser 
problems which go to make up in their 
entirety the Luge and complex problems 
of our modern industrial life. Lach 
of these prol-lems Is, moreover, col- 
nected with many of the others. Few 


indeed are simple or stand only by 
themselves. ‘The most important are 


those connected with the relation of the 
furmers, the stock growers and soil 
tillers, to the community at large, and 
those affecting the relations between 


employer and employed. In a coun- 
iry like ours it is fundamentally true 
that the well-being of the tiller of the 
soil and the wage-worker is the well- 
being of the state. If they are well 
off, then we need concern ourselves 
but little as to how other classes stand, 
for they will inevitably be well off 
too; and, on the other hand, there can 
be no real general prosperity unless 
based on the foundation of the pros- 
perity of the wage-worker and the tiller 
of the soil. 

But the needs of these two classes 
are often not the same. ‘The tiller of 
the soil has been of ail our citizens 
the one on the whole the least affected 
in his ways of life and methods of In- 
dustry by the giant industrial changes 
of the last half century. There has 
been change with him, too, of course. 
He also can work to best advantage if 
he keeps in close touch with his fellows:

and the success of the national depart- 
ment of agriculture bas shown how 
much can be done for him by rational 
action of the government. One of the 
greatest and most beneficent meas- 
ures passed by any congress in recent 
years is the irrigation act, which will 
do for the states of the great plains 
and the Rocky mountain region at 
least as much as ever has been done 
for the states of the humid region by 
river and harbor improvements. 

The department of agriculture de- 
votes its whole energy to working for 
the welfare of farmers and stock 
growers. In every section of our 
country it aids them in their con- 
stantly increasing search for a ‘etter 
agricultural education. 

Theie are a number of very important 
questions, such as thet of good roads, 
with which the states alone can deal, 
and where all that the national gov- 
ernment can do is to co-operate with 
them. ‘The same is true of the educa- 
tion of the American farmer. A num- 
ber of tlie states have themselves 
started to help in this work and the 
department of agriculture does an im- 
mense amount which is in the proper 
sense of the word educational, and 
educational in the most practical way. 

It is therefore clearly true that a 
great advance has been made in the 
direction of finding ways by which the 
governinent can help the farmer to 
lelp himself—the only kind of help 
which a self-respecting man will ac- 
cept; or which will in the end do him 
any good. ‘he farmer himself still 
retains, because of his surroundings 
and the nature of his work, to a pre- 
eminent degree the qualities which we 
like to think of as distinctly American 
in considering our early history. 

But the wage-worker in our cities, 
like the capitalists in our cities, face 
totally changed conditions. ‘The de- 
Velopment of machinery and the ex- 
traordinary change in business condi- 
tions have rendered the employment of 
capital and of persons In large aggre- 
gations not merely profitable but often 
hecessary for success and have spe- 
cialized the labor of the wage-worker 
at the same time that they have 
Lrought great aggregations of wage 
Yorkers together. 

Of course, fundamentally each man 
will yet find that the chief factor in 
determining his success or failure in 
iife is the sum of his own Individual 
qualities. He can not afford to lose his 
individual initiative, his individual 
will and power; but he can best use 
that power if for certain objects he 
unites with Lis fellows. Much can be 
done by organization, combination, 
union among the wage-workers; finally 
something can be done by the direct 
action of the state. It is not possible 
empirically to declare when the in- 
terference of the state should be deemed 
-legitimate and when illegitimate. 

The line of demarcation between un- 
healthy overinterference and unhealthy 
lack of regulatieit is not always well 
defined, aud shifts with the change in 
our industrial needs. Most certainly 
we should never invoke the inter- 
ference of the state or nation unless it 
is absolutaly necessary; but it is equally 
true that when confident of its neces- 
Rity we should not on academie 
grounds refuse it. 

Very much of our effort in reference 
to labor matters should be by every 
device and expedient to try to secure a 
constantly better understanding be- 
tween employer and employe. If met 
with a sincere desire to act fairly by 
one another, and if there is, further- 
more, power by each to appreciate the 
Other's standpoint, the chance for 
trouble is minimized. I suppose every 
thinking man rejoices when by media- 
tion or arbitration it proves possible to 
settle troubles in time to avert the suf- 
fering und bitterness caused by strikes. 
Moreover, a conciliation committee can 
do best work when the trouble is in its 
beginning, or at least has not come toa 
lead. When the break Kas actually 
occurred, damuge has been done, and 
each side feels sore and angry; and it 
is difficult to get them together—diffi- 
cult to make either forget its own 
wrongs and remember the rights of the 
other, 

When we deal with such a subject 
We are fortunate in having before us 
an admirable object lesson in the work 
that has just been closed by the an- 
thracite coal strike commission. 'Cheir 
report was made just before the senate 
adjourned at the special session; and 
no government document of recent 
years marks a more important piece 
of work better done, and there is none 
which teaches sounder social morality 
to our people. The commission con- 
sisted of seven as good wen as were to 
be found in the country, representing 
the bench, the church, the army, the 
professions, tle employers, and the em- 
ployed. They acted as a unit, and the 
report which they unanimously signed 
is a masterpiece of sound common 
Sense and of sound doctrine on the very 
questions with which our people 
should most deeply concern them 
selves. The immediate effect of this 
commission’s appointment and action 
was of vast and incalculable benefit to 
the nation; but the ultimate effect will 
be even better, if capitalist, Wwage- 
worker and lawmaker alike will take to 
heart and act upon the lessons set 
forth in the repoit they have made. 

In the field of general legislation re- 
lating to these subjects the action of 
congress is necessarily very limited. 
Still there are cértain ways in which 
we can act. Thus the secretary of the 
Lavy has recommended the enactment 
of a strong employers’-liability law in 
the navy yards of the nation. It should 
be extended to similar branches of the 
government work. Again, sometimes 
such laws can be enacted as an incident 
to the nation’s control over interstate 
commerce. In my last annual message 
to congress I advocated the passage of 
a iaw in reference to car couplings—to 
strengthen the features of the one al- 
ready on the statute books so as to 
minimize the exposure to death and

When Irquest Into the Death 
of Pennell Is Begun 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S PLAN 


Is to Bring Out All the Information 
Possible Bearing on the Burdick 
Mystery—Thinks Alleged Defaulter 


Had Nerve to Commit Murder 


suffalo, April 8.—The inquest into 
the death of Arthur R. Pennell, which 
is scheduled? to begin next Friday be- 
fore Judge Murphy, will be more in the 
nature of a reopening of the inquiry in- 
to the Burdick murder mystery than 
to deternine whether Pennell’s death 
was due to accident or a deliberate sui- 
cide. listrict Attorney Coatsworth 
has announced that he will subpoena 
Frederick Pennell, administrator of the 


man; Thomas leuny, attorney for the 
estate, and Wallace Thayer, who was 
Pennell’s confidential friend and legal 
udviser for years. 

“I intend at the Pennell inquest 
Virtually to reopen the Burdick in- 
quest. During that inquiry I shall en- 
deavor, with the consent of the court, 
to bring out us much information as 
possible tending to clear up the Burdick 
mystery. I believe that the evidence 
brought out on the Pennell inquest will 


said District Attorney Coatsworth. 
“If the court permits. me,” con- 
tinued the district attorney, “I shall 
place Mr. Pennell, the administrator, 
on the stand and demand of him that | 
he produce the dead man’s papers. I 
shall examine Mr. lenny with the idea 
in mind of securing any information he 
may possess bearing on the Burdick 
case. Mr. Thayer may be privileged 
under the law to withhold information.

may know. Ile undoubtedly cusht ‘S 
be in possession of considerable infor- 
mation.” Le said also he did not con- 
sider the Burdick case as closed. 

“Do you consider that the revela- 
tions just made concerning Pennell’s 
alleged swindles substantiate the ver- 
dict in the Burdick case pointing to 
Teunell as the murderer?” 

“Yes, I do. There has always beena 
deal of talk to the effect that Pennell 
did not have the nerve to commit the 
murder. The swindles which he is 
said to have carried on for years show 
that the man was of larger calibre than 
he had been given credit for being. 
It required a lot of inteiligence and 
thought to perpetrate any such ex- 
tensive swindles and carry them on 


successfully for years. ? 
“It is not every nan who can live a 
double life as Pennell did and keep 


his true character concealed from his 
most intimate friends for so long. 
ennell ulways conducted himself asa 
gentleman. He moved in good society, 

met his friends in society and in busi- 
ness, maintained a good front and never 
in any way by publie act or deed justi- 
tied the suspicion that he was not a 
man of honor. If Pennell had nerve 
enough to do that he had nerve enough 
to commit greater crimes.” 

Mr. Coatsworth said that it prob- 
ably would not be possible at the Pen- 
nell inquest to bring out the story of 
Pennell’s alleged defaleations, 

There is apt to be a bitter fight at 
the Pennell inquest over the authority 
of the court to compel the administrator 
and his attorney to testify and produce 
the dead man’s papers. It is claimed 
on one side that the inquest is for the 
exclusive purpose of establishing the 
cause of death and prove a crime if 
there was one. It is said that the court 
will have no right to inquire into the 
financial affairs of Pennell or take testi- 
mony bearing on the Burdick murder. 
As to the question of crime, it is held 
that suicide is not a crime under the 
statute. Attempted suicide is a felony, 
but when the attempt is successful 
there can le no crime. 

The insurance companies are greatly 
interested in this question and an effort 
will be made to restrict the inquiries 
of the court for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the insurance companies from get- 
ting any evidence establishing the sul- 
cide theory. 


District Attorney Coatsworth stated | 


yesterday that the question of how 
deep the investigation should go at the 
Pennell inquest was a matter entirely 
within the discretion of the court.

SHOT BY FARM HAND | 


Two Sisters on a Lonely Farm Were 

Left In a Terrible Predicament 

Foster Centre, R. I, April 8—An 
atrocious and utterly unprovoked as- 
sault was made upon Miss Emeline 
Paine, $8 years old, and his sister, Mrs. 
Eliza P. Bancroft, 86 years old, o@ 
Sunday evening at their home on a 
lonely road by a man who fired five 
shots point blank at them. Two bul- 
lets struck each woman, the fifth going 
wild. Neither suffered a wound which 
of itself is mortal, but the danger of 
blood poisoning, due to the length of 
time which elapsed between the hour 
of the shooting and the arrival of the 
physician, is zreat. Although both 
Women were wounded they made a 
plucky fight and finally ejected the in- 
truder, who made bis escupe. News 
of the assault did not come to light un- 
til late yesterday. 

Town Sergeant Clapp arrested a man 
who was identified by the women. His 
name is John Handy, and he makes a 
living chopping wood near the Paine 
homestead. The only possible motive 
for the act which the women can offer 
is suggested by an erroneous report 
that a brother who died recently had 
left them a large sum of money. 

Handy was taken to Knightsville and 
late last evening was arraigned before 
Judge Palmer on two charges of as- 
sault with a dangerous weapon. He 
pleaded not guilty. Bail was placed at 
$750 on each count, in default of which 
he was seut to jail. 


Killed Sister He Loved 

Holyoke, Mass., April 8—Peter Mc- 
Gurrin, aged 21, a postoffice clerk, shot 
his sister, Mary, aged 16, and his aunt, 
Miss Sarah Cassidy, and then cut his 
throat witha razor, dying instantly. 
McGuerrin was driven to the deed 
through worry over his sister's condi- 
tion, who was hopelessly ill with con- 
sumption. The shooting of his aunt 
Was not premaditated, but MeGurrin 
turned on her when she appeared in the 
door of the bedroom, she being at- 
tracted there by the noise of the shoot- 
ing. Miss McGurrin received a bullet 
in the head and it is feared she cannot 
survive the shock. The aunt's 
wounds are not dangerous. The girl's 
mother died when she was 2 years old 
and her brother bad cared for her most 
tenderly since.

ber of ring spinners of the Lawrence 
hosiery who left work a week ago 
Monday in sympathy with the strike 
order of the Testile council. 

Yesterday was the Greeks’ national 
holiday, the anuiversary of the Greek 
Federation, and in the colony and espe- 
clay in coffee houses the occasion 
was celebrated in a lively but, as far 
as the public was concerned, a peace- 
able way up till late in the afternoon. 
Trouble had its inception in an at- 
tempt of the Greeks to hold a mass 
meeting on Market street, in the heart 
of the colony. ‘The police stopped this 
because the crowd of 2000 or 3000 was 
obstructing free passage. 

he Greeks, dispersed by the officers, 
took the advice of the latter and went 
to the South Common, where the mass 
meeting was eld. Greek orators urged 
the men around them to keep up a stiff 
fight for the 10 percent increase. 
Constantin Anton, the Greek society 
president, said to his countrymen: 
“Don't go to work until you get your 
rights. Stay out as long as any one 
stays out and dont let any one go to 
work until you all go to work, until you 
all get your raise.” 

Enthusiasm was shown by the loud 
cheering. After the mass meeting 
broke up the Greeks and the people, 
who by this time numbered thousands, 
drifted down town and finally as if by 
common consent headed for the mill 
section. Superintendent Moffatt of the 
city police had anticipated some sort of 
a gathering, for word had gone about 
that at noon a large number of strik- 
ing ring spinners had returned to the 
Lawrence. It was a fact that the in- 
flux of ring spinners had been con- 
siderable. The reason given was that 
these operatives feared that as the 
Lawrence company could obtain 
plenty of yarn elsewhere, their services 
would not be needed until the company 
felt disposed to take them back in 
event of a general resumption of work 
in all the mills. 

It so happened that at 6 o'clock, when 
the mill gates opened and the op- 
eratives came out to return to their 


inquisitive peep homes, they saw in front of them lining 


the streets great numbers of men and 
women. As the gates openedon Ssuf- 
folk street a body of Greeks was 
marching down it headed by a young 
woman. On either sidewalk the crowd 
was applauding the marchers. About 
800 yards above the Lawrence gate the 
body came in contact with a squad of 
city and corporation police ofticers, 
which was guarding the property in 
the immediate vicinity. The police of- 
ficers immediately disorganized the 
marchers, and then there began a 
verbal demonstration. 

It was just at this critical time that 
the Lawrence gates were pouring out 
hundreds of operatives. The hubbub 
became very exciting and as the crowds 
surged off the sidewalks, re-enforced by 
the crowd of men who a few minutes 
before had been marching in phalanx, 
the police were swept back for quite a 
little distance. As it looked as if the 
crowd might break through the cordon 
the order was given to the officers to 
draw their sticks. This altered the 
aspect quite materially, for the -rowd 
fell back, giving the officers a chance 
to rush forward and make a grand ef- 
fort at dispersion. 

The crowd offered no violence to the 
operatives who were leaving work, but 
from every quarter there were jeersand 
hooting and occasionally personal 
epithets as some strike breaker was 
recognized. This demonstration was 
not, it is believed, aimed at the great 
body of operatives who were leaving 
work, for at least 1000 of them who 
left this particular corporation gate 
were knitters who are not involved in 
the strike, the knitters having been 
granted neutral rights and they later 
declining to strike in sympathy with 
the other craft in other mills, 

It is estimated that the Greek con- 
tingent last night was not less than 
1000, and as.most of them do not speak 
English they naturally clung together. 
These Greeks in the course of half an 
hour became massed on Coolidge and 
Cheever streets, which are the main 
thoroughfares in the section locally 
called “Little Canada.” The police, 
having no further work to do in look- 
ing after the homeward bound opera- 
tives, were drawn into a close forma- 
tion and marched against the Greeks. 
The police kept marching and the 
Greeks continued to retreat and through 
“Little Canada” across the eanal bridge 
up Cabot street to Castle square and 
then down Market street to the Greek 
etolony went the procession. At Castle

THE PENNELL INQUEST 


Will Not Be Trial of a Dead 
Man For Swindling 


ADMISSION BY HIS LAWYER 


That Pennell Gave No Security] What. 
ever For About $200,000 Borrowed 
—Left Sealed Instructions For His 
Attorney’s Guidance 


Buffalo, April 9—Justice Murphy 
and District Attorney Coatsworth held 
a conference last evening on the Pen- 
nell inquest, which begins at the 
morgue Friday afternoon. The course 
of the public inquiry, so far as it could 
be discussed beforehand, was settled. 
The inquests of Pennell and Mrs. 
Pennell are to be joined. The last 
known statement of Pennell in his own 
defense, in which he says a woman 
killed Burdick at midnight, is to come 
out. 

The question of suicide or accident 
is not to be tried out, so far as the 
district attorney is concerned. That 
part of the cause will be directed hy 
Justice Murphy. The alleged defalea- 
tions, announced as equalling the total 
of Pennell’s life insurance, have noth- 
ing to do with the death of Burdick, 
and the inquest will not be a trial of a 
dead man for swindling. But what in 
any Way may tend to throw light on the 
murder of Burdick {is to come out. 

The letters Pennell wrote, the stute- 
ment he left behind and all other papers 
that in any way touch upon or pertain 
to the affairs of Burdick are to be 
brought on if the authorities can get 
them. The statement and some of the 
letters are certain to come out, say the 
authorities. The facts about the trust 
fund or bond from Pennell te Mrs. Bur- 
dick may also be made known unless 
Attorney Thayer on the stand pleads 
his privilege as attorney forthe <¢ 
man. Even then, it is for the court 
to decide whether the plea is valid, and 
sustice Murphy will pass whether 
Thayer should produce the papers in his 
possession at the time of Pennell's 
death. 

It is intimated that in flie event that 
those interested in the Pennell estate 
aire called upon at an official inquiry to 
divulge any information as to Pennell’s 
financial operations in the east an ef- 
fort will be made to show that the 
money which he obtained from his 
friends and relatives was ip the nature 
of legitimate loans. In other words, 
it may be asserted that funds to the 
amount of about $200,000 were ad- 
venced to him without any security 
whatever. His attorney, Wallace 
Thayer, admits that Pennell had no 
security to give for such loans; that he 
possessed no real estate and had no 
Londs or stocks or mortgages. 

“Do you consider that he could bor- 
row $200,000 from friends and rela- 
tives without giving security far in ex- 
cess in value of $200,000?” Mr. Thayer 
was asked. 

“No; it is not likely, and that is one 
reason why I believe Pennell was a de- 
faulter,” was the reply. 

Mr. Thayer said that he had not yet 
opened the sealed instructions left him 
by the dead man. “Pennell left written 
orders that they should not be opened 
until the insurance money was paid in,” 
said Thayer. “I therefore do not know 
what my secret instructions are. In 
the sealed package are a number of 
papers. I don’t know what they con- 
sist of.” 


Investigation Not Begun 

Paris, April 9.—The Dreyfus affair 
continues to tiereely agitate the news- 
papers. The war office denies that 
War Minister Andre has actually’begun 
the formation of an _ investigating 
committee. This denial is taken to 
mean that the government is not ready 
to proceed, but the anti-government 
newspapers assert that plans are on 
foot for the rehabilitation of Dreyfus 
to the point of his restoration to the 
ariny. 


Bank Cashier Shot to Death 

Sheridan, Tex., April 9.—Ben Thomp- 
son, a bank cashier, was shot to death 
on the public square of this city by W. 
E. Stone of Texarkana. The men met 
on the street and without a word drew 
their revolvers and opened fire. Stone 
is about 22 years old and is a traveling 
salesman. He surrendered. He said 
the tragedy was the result of a family 
difficulty. 

American Ports Will Lose Trade 

Toronto, April 9.—Vice President Bos- 
worth of the Canadian Pacific railway 
has announced that now that the com- 
pany hus secured its own Atlantic fleet 
as much as possible of the wheat from 
the Canadian northwest will be carried 
through Canada and shipped from 
Montreal and Quebec instead from 
New York and Boston.

INDICTED, 


Bill Found Against Krobeck 


for Murder 


— 


By the Norfolk County 
Grand Jury. 


P. L. Litchfield Also Indicted for 
Perjury. 


Indictments were found by the Nor- 
folk grand jury at Dedham on Wednes- 
day against both Constant Krobeck and 
Peter L. Litchfield. 

Abram (©. Paul of Stoughton was 
foreman of the jury, and Theodore Mc- 
Intosh of Needbam, Judge Holmes 
was on the bench. 

The bill against Constant Krobeck 
was for murder in the second degree, 
at Quincy, March, 15, 1905, the victim 
being Fred A. Peterson, 

Krobeck was in the court room when 
the grand jury reported, but was not 
arraigned, Isaac F. Paul of Boston 
appeared Krobeck’s interest, and 
asked the court to assign counsel for 
Krobeck, which Judge Holmes said he 
would do later.

CYCLONE IN ARKANSAS 


Sweeps Through Two Counties, Re 
suiting In Death of Nine Persons 


Little Rock, April 9—A cyclona 
three miles wide, passed through 
Cloburne and White counties north of 
here, razing everything in {ts path. 


The scene is remote from telegraph and 
details.are hard to obtain. 

At Little Red, 18 miles from Judson, 
seven out of eight persons in one house 
were killed instantly, the survivor being 
an infant. Near Pangburn an old man 
named Williams was blown off a moun- 
tain sideand killed. Many are reported 
injured and it is feared the loss of life 
will be large. 

Houses were picked up and carried 
several hundred feet. The record of 
casualties thus far is nine dead, three 
dying and 13 others badly injured. 


Twelve Killed In Alabama 

Birmingham, Ala., April 9.—Without 
warning, the little hamlet of Hopewell, 
40 miles north of this city, was swept 
away by a cyclone, which cut a path ot 
desolation a mile wide and two miles 
long across a prosperous farming sec- 
tion of Blount county. Twelve per- 
sons were killed instantly, three or four 
fatally and a score seriously injured. 


Fighting American Trust 

Berlin, April 9—The Dresdener 
Cigaretten Fabrik, the name under 
which the American Tobacco company 
operates in Germany, is being prose- 
cuted by a combination of dealers for 
alleged unfair competition in placard- 
ing that the company’s cigarets can be 
bought everywhere, which, the com- 
plifinants aver, is not true. They ask 
for protection from the foreign con- 
ern with 180,000,000 marks capital. 


Strike Due to “Misunderstanding” 

Wallingford, Conn., April 9.--As a re-

POSITION OF NATIONALISTS 


Will Decide the Fate of Wyndham 
and His Bill—Redmond Declares 
Ina Weak

Loudon, April 9.—Jobn Redmond, the 
Trish leader, made an important speech 
at Dublin last night in which he wel- 
comed the Irish Inud bill, in spite of its 
great defects, as the first measure pro- 
posed by an English minister having 
the avowed object of carrying into ef- 
fect the policy of Parnell and the land 
league. He said he did not wish to 
forestall the decision of the coming na- 
tional convention at Dublin. The lat- 
ters acceptance of the bill would mean 
its amendment and its certain passage 
into law. The rejection of the bill by 
the convention would mean that both 
Chief Secretary Wyndham and his bill 
would disappear. 

He declared that he knew what he 
Was saying when he said that at this 
moment the positions of the govern- 
ment, of Mr.Wyndham and of the land 
bill were all weak positions. He 
deprecated any mixing up of the ques- 
tions of land and home rule. He be- 
lieved that the settlement of the land 
| question would remove the most for- 
midable obstacle on the road to home 
rule, but the suggestion made by some 
Liberals that the Irish land bill should 
be accompanied by a measure of home 
rule was dangerous and the suggestion 
wus likely to wreck the bill. He con- 
sidered that Ireland ought to be pre- 
pared to give Mr. Wyndham’s attempt 
to deal with the question a fair trial. 

After outlining the desirable amend- 
| ments to the land bill, Mr. Redmond ex- 
pressed surprise that there should be 
any uncertainty regarding the recep- 
tion that Ireland would give to King 
| Edward on his coming visit. He was 

convinced that the king was TriendJy 
j to Ireland, and, except that the Na- 
tionulists by their attitude towards the 
crown were absolutely debarred from 
giving his majesty an official recep- 
tion, Le would be welcomed with every 
courtesy and hospitality.

tion, providing for the acquisition by 
the United States of the naval and 
coaling stations at Bahia Honda and 
Guantanamo and for the settlement 
of the title to the Isle of Pines. It 
is believed that the Cubans will he 
glad to make over the coaling stations 
in return for the Isle of Pines. 


Sympathy For Porter 

Paris, April 9.—The American Cham- 
ber of Commerce adopted a resolution 
of condolence with Ambassador Porter 
on the death of Mrs. Porter. In the 
course of Consul General Gowdy’s re- 
marks on the oceasion he said General 
Porter bad fought on a hundred bat- 
tlefields, but this was the saddest, 
zreatest battle of his life. 


Found Outer Door Barred 

Denver, April 9.—Four prisoners who 
had secured pistols overpowered 
Guard Murphy in the county jail and 
fired one shot, but missed the guard 
and then opened the inner door with the 
latter’s keys.

Opinion as to Arbitrators’ 


Visit to Lowell es 


REAL QUESTION AT ISSUE 


Declared to Be Outside the Juris- 
diction of Investigators—Both Op- 
eratives and Mill Men Extremely 


Unlikely to Heed Finding 


Lowell, Mass., April 9.—The investi- 
gation by the state board of arbitration 
and conciliation of the cotton industry 
in this city begins today, but no one in 
this city seems to know what method 
will be pursued in conducting the in- 
quiry. There is also a feeling on the 
part of both the employes and the mill 


men that the hearing will avail noth- 
ing so fur as the real question is con- 
cerned. Both sides declare that they 
will net be influenced by any decision 
of the investigators, and it is practically 
certain that any decision that the board 


may arrive at will receive but scaut 
consideration. 
As to the method of procedure, 


Charles D. Palmer, the local member 
of the board, says that he supposes that 
the operatives will be called upon first 
to present their side and that the mill 
men will follow with what facts and 
arguments they may have. 

Notification of the meeting was re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the 'Tex- 
tile council and resident Conroy said 
that the executive committee will 
probably be present when the hearing 
opens. He declined to state, however, 
whether the committee would present 
any facts which they may have in their 
possession. Two mill agents also 
stated that they would not be at the 
investigation unless they were notified 
and that up to the time of the inter- 
view no notification had been re- 
ceived. Agent Connell of the Tremont 
and Suffolk mill stated that he might 
be in the room as a spectator if he hap- 
pened to be down town at the time, 
while Agent Thomas of the Boott mill 
said that he had no official knowledge of 
the inquiry. In view of the sentiment 
of the parties on both sides it is likely 
that the opening investigation will be 
of an obstructive character. 

The operatives claim that the state 


board was not directed to come to 


Lowell to inquire into the merits of the 
demand for a 10 percent increase, and 
they deciare that they will not be in- 
fluenced by any decision which the 
board may render. The mill men, while 
loath to commit themselves, are in 
much the same condition, and it is gen- 
eraliy believed that they will pay little 
attention to the finding, especially if 
it is unfavorable.

force upon them.” 

The cases against the four Greeks 
who were arrested for obstructing the 
streets were heard by Judge Hadley in 
the police court and placed on file. The 
judge made some well! directed re- 
marks about the situation in general 
and cautioned the Greeks to preserve 
their good reputation. 


To Insist Upon Iacrease 

Boston, April 9.—Preparatory steps 
for ordering strikes of spinners in the 
New Bedford, Fall River, Taunton and 
other factories of the New England 
Yarn company, in Lawrence, Waltham, 
Manchester, Dover, Suncook and 
Sowersworth were taken by the con- 
veution of the Nationa! Mule Spinners’ 
association by ordering Secretary Ross 
to investigate the conditions in the 
various places and report his findings 
to the executive council. The council 
was instructed in case Secretary Ross 
fails to induce the mill owners to ad- 
Vance wages to order strikes at such 
time as may be deemed most ex- 
pedient. lt was considered best by the 
convention to postpone action until after 
the Lowell, Woonsocket and Manville 
fights have been settled. It was de- 
cided to financially support the textile 
strikes in these threc places and to levy 
4n assessment upon all spinners for this 
purpose. In addition it was determined 
to call upon labor men throughout the 
United States and Canada to support 
the men, women and children, now 
locked out or upon strike. The discus- 
sion brought out an expression of opin- 
ion that the Lowell mills could grant 
the increase of wages asked by the op- 
eratives. 


Alleged Indiscretion of Juryman 

Rutland, Vt., April 9.—A motion for 
a new trial was made in the Rutland 
county court by the defendant in the 
case of the Patch Manufacturing com- 
pany agairst the Protection Lodge of 
Machinists, on the ground that one of 
the jurymen had stated during the tria] 
that he was opposed to the union. “he 
jury in the case returned a verdict of 
$2500 in favor of the plaintiffs, Counse] 
MacManus filed an affidavit signed by 
four men in which it is alleged that 
they heard a member of the jury state 
that the union had tried to injure bim 
and that he would get even with them. 
He also declared that the plaintit 
would win the suit. Arguments on 
motion will be held next weex. 


Got Non-Union Teamsters 

Providence, April 9.—Forty-five men, 
have been brought here from Boston by 
the Eastern Coal company to take the 
places of some Striking teamsters. 
This action on the part of the largest 
coal concern in the state came as 4 Te-

TEXTILE COUNCIL SURE 


That It Can Keep Out Enough Oper- 
atives to Make General Resumption 
Impossible—Neither Side Willing to 
Abide by Arbitrators’ Decision 


Lowell, Mass., April 10.—While the 


brief session of the state board of arbi- 
tration and conciliation, which has 
come here to discover if possible com- 


mon ground upon which the mill cor- 
porations and their 17,000 idle opera- 
tives can get together, was not pro- 
ductive of definite resulrs, the moral ef- 
fects of the investigation are already 
felt. There is a persistent rumor that 
the mills will be opened Monday. 

The mill agents refused to deny or 
contirm the rumor, but a usually well 
informed member of the Textile council 
says that he has deiinite informatiou to 
the effect that at a meefing of uiill 
treasurers yesterday afternoon it was 
decided to open the mills Monday and 
make an effort to resume operations in 
all departments, 

Should such a course be pursued the 
Textile council willaccept the chalienge 
and is contident of being able te hold 
in line a_ sufficient number of op- 
eratives to make a general resumption 
impossible. 

The operatives, who have been re- 
garded as rather hostile to the iter- 

vention of the board of arbitration and 
conciliation, have signified their will- 
ingnéss to become a party to the in- 
vestigation and have retained counsel 
to present their side of the controversy. 
That they expect much of the board in 
the way of settling the dispute is de- 
ried, but they are anxious to appear 
friendly to well intended efforts towards 
conciliation. They have annouuced, 
lLowever, that they shall not feel under 
any obligation to adopt any suggestion 
the beard may make. 

On the other band, the mill treas- 
urers told the board that they could 
not possibly grant the increase asked, 
but were willing the board should see 
their books. They said they would be 
bound by nothing the board might re- 
solve upon. The mill treasurers and 
operatives agree upon one thing only, 
and that is that the board 
ahbad and investigate to 
content. 

Meantime it is more than likely, ac- 
cording to the general opinion, that 
the mill gates will soon be opened and 
those who will will be invited to re- 
turn. <A bitter contest is certain to 
follow before the trouble is effectually 
settled one way or the other.

A DUAL RESPONSIBILITY 


Of North and South For Slav- 
ery and War of Secession 


OUR COUNTRY NOW UNITED 


The “Solid South” and the Black 
Problem Discussed by Henry Wat- 
terson, Who Says Political Agita- 
tion Will Accomplish Nothing 


Chicago, April 10.—The annual ban- 
quet of the Hamilton club, which is 
heid each year on the anniversary of the 
surrender of Appomattox, was held 
here last night. <A large number of 
guests were present and many from 
distant states. The principal address 
was by Henry Watterson of Louis- 
ville, who said: 

I want to talk to you tonight, not as 
a Democrat to Republicans, but as an 
American to Americans. I have al- 
ways resisted and resented the Idea 
that party lines are lines of battle; that 
party issues are proclamations of war. 
Our government rests upon the theory 
that we are equal shareholders in a 
common property. ‘Touching the ad- 
winistration of this property there will 
always exist honest differences of 
opinion. Good citizenship imposes up- 
on each of use the duty of entertainliag 
his own convictions and of living up to 
them; but he becomes little other tian 
a bigot who thinks more of himself 
on this account, and loves his neighbor 
less, because that neighbor, exercis- 
ing the same right, does the same thing. 

The 13th of April, 1861, Sumter fell. 
The 9th of April, 1865, Lee sur- 
rendered. ‘The four years intervening 
between those dates, marking the Le- 
ginning and the end of the most mo- 
mentous struggle of modern times, 
witnessed such an outpouring of ploud 
and treasure, such displays of couray3 
and endnrance, such sacrifices for opin- 
ion’s sake, as stagger human credulity 
and beggar alike the pcwers of com- 
putation and recapitulation. Never 
in any preceding war was there so lit- 
tle generosity; nor ever were the re- 
suits of any war so complete and final. 

Elsewhere upon the surface of the 
earth: traces may yet be seen, some- 
times yet lurking in the hearts of men 
sensibilities may be found, of strifes, 
religious, or racial, international or 
civil, one, twe and three centuries 


agone; in America not a vestige except | 


what springs from associated charities 
and reciprocal ministrations of patriot- 
isnt and benevolence. Northern men 
and women mark and decorate the last 
resting place of southern soldiers who 
aisd in federal prisons. Confederate 
officers sit in both houses of congress 
and upon the bench of the national 
judiciary, and have repeatedly served 
in presidertial cabinets and repre- 
sented the country abroad. At least 
two Confederate generals wear the uni- 
form of the United States army, glad 
to be assured that the flag which waved | 
over their cradles shall wave oyeFr 
their graves. The chief magistrate of 
the United States is half a southerner 
and all a rebel; God bless him, and may 
the Lord keep him in the path of wisdom | 
and virtue. 

To what do we owe these miracles 
of enlightened progress? Mainly to 
the good sense and good feeling, the 
rich, red blood of American manhood; 
partly to the recognition by reflecting 
and generous minds that neither party 
to that great sectional conflict had all 
the wrong. On this point I can speak 
with tolerable assurance. I belonged 
to that segment of conservative men in 
the south who loved the union and did 
not accept either the gospel of African 
slavery or the dogma of secession. 
The debate ended, the God of battle in- 
yoked to settle what had indeed proved 
an irrepressible conflict, we went with 
our own side. But four years later, 
when in 1865, all that we had feared in 
1861 was actually come to pass, we 
heeded no act of congress either for otr 
redemption or recoustruction, 

I chanced to be in Europe a little 
while after the war. Such trifling 
distinctions as Federal and (Con- 
federate were unknown. All of us 
were Yankees. Then and there, I took 
a bee line in the direction of the bunt- 
ing, and have been sunggling acer 


its folds from that day to this. I did | 
not believe in slavery. I did not be-| 
lieve in secession. Heavens, it I 


had—! But whatis the use speculating 
about inconjectural possibilities? The 
doctrine of secession did not originate at 
the south, but at the north; it was not 
the south that brought the negro from 
Africa, but the north. 


Why should any thoughtful, patriotic | 


American seek to discriminate between 
any body of upright and brave Amer- 
icans, who did their duty as God gave | 
them the light to see it? What good | 
reason can any thoughtful, patriotic | 
American give for the wish to establish 
an historic line, blacklisting the people | 
of a section who met defeat so man- 
fully and bave taken upon themselyes 
the renewed obligations of citizenship | 
so loyally? 

Many of the greatest families in the 
south proudly trace their origin back 
to the blood and loins of the Filgrim 
fathers. And yet are there people at 
the north, newspapers at the north that 
still assume for the north the attitude 
of the imperious conqueror for the re- 
lation of the suspected captive, and 
we are being constantly warned that if 
we do this or do nat do that, we shall 
be in danger of the judgment. 

The justification for this is the po- 
litical entity, the partisan quantity, 
known as the solid south. It is, let me 
entreat you to believe, a specious 


{ 
: from the turning point and over 
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| sustisication. It fis the fault of the Re- 
publican party, not of the white people 
or the southern states, that the south 
Is solidly Democratic. From the death 
of Lincoln to the advent of McKinley, 
the Republican party threw out no 
friendly signal to the -vhites of the 
kouth, made no effort to establish it- 
self in the south on any sound, endur- 
ing basis. ‘This brings me to the ouly 

apparent cause of present disturbance— 
the bee in our honnet—the fiy in our 
ointment—the everlasting, ever-present 
hegro question. 

I grew up to regard the Institution 
of African slavery asa monstrous evil. 
With a gray jacket on my back I 
abated no part of my abhorrence of it. 
The war over, I promptly accepted the 
three last amendments to the consiitu- 
tion as the treaty of peace between the 
north and the south, and went to work 
in good faith to help carry them ont. 

After 30 years of observation, ex- 
perience and teflection—always di 
rected from a sympathetic poiit of 
view—I am forced to agree with the 

secretary of war that negro suffrace is 
a failure. It is a failure beecnuse the 
southern whites will not have it. 

Remove every white Democrat todsy 
living tn the south and replace him with 
a northern Republican, and 12 months 
hence the conditions will be the same, 
may be worse, since the northern Ke- 
publican would not be likely to have 
either the patience, or the personal 
sympathy and knowledge, possessed by 
the native southerner, 

Gentlemen, I appeal to you as Re- 
publicans, and through you I appeal 
to the Republicans of the Uniled 
States, to have done with the conceit 
that, unless you stand by the black 
man; that, unless you continue him as 
an issue in partisan politics, injustice 
will be done him. In the bettering of 
his condition and in the acquisition of 
property, starting with nothing, he has 
made wondrous progress the last 385 
years; and, relatively, greater progress 
at the south than at the north, He 
could not have done this without the 
sympathy and co-operation of the 
southern whites. 

The negro can never become in any 
beneficent or general sense, an integral 
and recognized part of the body politic 
except through the forces of evolution, 
which are undoubtedly at work, but 
which in the nature of the case must 
needs go exceedingly slow. Where 
there is one negro fit for citizenship, 
there are myriads of negroes whoily 
unfit. The hot-house process bas been 
tried and it has failed. 

I appeal to you equally in what I 
conceive the true interest of the biack 
people along with the white people of 
the south; nay, and of the north as 
well, for all our interests are indis- 
soluable, interchangeable, and that can 
never be good or bad for one section 
which is not good or bad for the other 
section. 

But gentlemen, let us turn away 
| from the darker side of the page to the 

brighter, on which is emblazoned that 
blessed legend: “The constitution and 
the union, one, eternal, indivisiblo” 
Behind the negro question, bebind the 
QUestions AnfeP pital and labor, stands 
the govarn Washington and 
Franklin. 
Tho mysteries of -pfovidence are 
| hidden from-you and me; why the negro 
| Was brought hither from the wilds of | 
| Africa and sold into slavery, his re- 
demption thence, and all his redemp-| — 
tion cost us; but, assured that behind 
| these mysteries lay some vast design, 
I feel that God has been always with 
us and is with us now. Why Wash- 
ington, the patriot, instead of Lee, the 
| adventurer? Why Lincoln, the seer, 
instead of Seward, the scholar? If it 

Was not the will of Heaven that the 
| confederacy should fall, that the nnion 

should prevail, why were all the acci- 
dents of the war with the north and 
against the south, the fall of Johnston 
| at the critical moment at Shiloh, the 
death of Jackson at the critical mo- 
| ment in the valley of Virginia, the ar- 
rival of the Monitor in the waters of 
Hampton Roads? If it be not the will 
| of Heaven that we shall carry the 
Christian’s message of freedom and 
civilization to the ends of the earth, 
why did not the Lord send Dewey 
home? 

No, no, 
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gentlemen, as God was 
radiant in the stars that shone over 
Washington at Valley Forge, over Lin- 
coln at Gettysburg, over Grant in the 
wilderness, over the fleets in Manila 
bay and the “bullies” in front of San- 
tiago, does His radiance shine upon us, 
brothers in blood and arts and arms, 
whether our knees go down amid the 
| Snows or the flowers. Long ago the 
| south, forgiving all, accepted the ver- 
dict in perfect faith. It is for the 
north, forgetting all, to seal it in perfect 
love.

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ACCINENT ON THE IOWA 
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Results In the Instant Killing 
of Three Men. se 
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FIVE OTHERS WERE HURT 


Shell Exploded Midway In Twelve- 
Inch Gun and Tons of fragments 
Crashed Through Deck Upon Men 
Below—The Victims Mutilated 


Pensacola, Fla., Aprii 10.—An_ ex- 
plosion occurred on the battleship Lowa 
while the vessel was at target practice 
in the guif. The forward port 12-inch 
gun burst from the premature explosion 


of a shell, 12 feet of the piece outside 
the turret being demolished. Three 
men were killed and five injured, two 
seriously. 

The killed are: W. F. Kelle, first- 
class seaman; E. L. Purcell, landsman, 
and F. L. Berry, ordinary seaman. The 
injured are Seamen Gaught, Thursdale, 
Brown, Mansdale and Prucker. 

The men killed and injured were on 
the second, or guu deck, at mess. 
Three pieces of the exploded gun, each 
weighing over a ton, passed downward 
through the spar deck, falling upon the 
men at mess, instantly killing the three 
named. All of the men were horribly 
mutilated. The heavy missiles, after 
passing through the gun deck, con- 
tinued down to the third deck, where 
they came in contact with the armored 
deck, the heavy steel bringing them to 
a stop, thus saving the engineers ard 
firemen, who were at work below. Al- 
though the upper decks were covered 
with men, no one there was seriously 
injured. 

The explosion occurred just as the 
mess call had beten sounded. Firing 
was to have ceased after the shot for 
the dinner hour. The range had been 
set and the Iowa was steaming along 
at a speed of 12 knots aw hour ween 
Lieutenant Reed, in charge of the fur- 
ward 12-inch turret gun, gave orders to 
load and fire. The time fuse was cut 
for the range, the piece charged, breech 
clesed and the word given to fire. 
Following the report of the gun there 
was a smothered noise as the shell ex- 
ploded midway in the gun and pieces of 
the bursted gun and shell were scat- 
tered broadcast. 

Three great holes were torn through 
the deck. Those who were below be- 
gan coming on deck, some bloody and 
luutilated, while lying on the tloor, 
crushed almost beyond recognition, 
were the three unfortunate men. The 
Massachusetts, six miles distant, was 
signalled for aid, and one of the cutters 
put off with the surgeon and assistants. 
The wounded men were taken to the 
hospital and their injuries dressed. 
The dead were brought to Pensacola. 

Some claim the explosion was caused 
by a defective shell and others think 
that the frequent firing of the pieces at 
Culebra during the winter, added to 
the work done here during the pust 10 
days, so strained the piece that the 
force of the charge burst the gun.

THREE OF OUR MEN HURT 


Sultan Had Been Hurling Defiant 


Letters at Commanders For Some 
Time and Inviting Them to Fight— 


Americau Sdévereignty Assured 


Manila, April 11.—Captain Pershing's 
force hus captured Bacolod, Island of 
Mindanao. His consisted of 
Shaw's battalion of the Twenty-Seventh 
troop of the

infantry, Kilpatrick's 


Fifteenth cavalry and McNair’s bat- 
tery. 
Pershing was survering the west 


shore lands when the Bacolodians op- 
posed his advance and provoked the 
fight. Pershing surreadered 
tacked their stronghold, first shelling 
them, and rushing uis troops forward 
charged gallantly. After crossing a 
deep moat and enteriug the fort, the 
Americans engaged the Moros, bayonets 
against krisses. 

A hundred of the cCefenders were 
killed, including the dato and pena- 
dungan, and many were wounded. 
Only three Americans were wounded. 
After the capture of the fort, it was 
destroyed. The Bacolod leaders and 
the majority of the people of that dis- 
trict had been hostile to the Americans, 
aod encouraged attacks on the 
ican camps.

It is expected that the 
defeat of the Bacolodians will result 
in all ‘the Moros acknowledging 
American sovereignty.

“We want war if you do not get ont 
of here and go back to the sea, because 
neither the Sultan of Bacolod nor the 
panadungan wants to be your friend. 
Within this month we want the war to 
begin and if you do not want it, you 
are a lot of cowardly rascals. Follow 
eur Mohammedan religion. Do not 
look for the mausers for we have them. 
They were captured by Bantuas and 
Buarsing, people of the Sultan of 
Bacolod. We send our regards to the 
four generals and their vermin. Lf you 
do not want to go from here, come to 
this place and the sultan and pana- 
dungan will take care of you, for you are 
a lot of hogs that eat hogs and in not 


presenting yourselves at Bacolod look 


mit far we elbedl -o ty ight you.”

The hepatica, the arbutus 
and nearly all the early spring tiowers 
perfect their flower buds in the au- 
tumn, wrapping them up in furry lit- 
tle covers ose to the earth where 
they rest through the winter vnder-the 
snow to wait the awakening suns of 
the vernal equinox. Sometime» it seems 
to be a race between these early flow- 
ers as to which shall open its petala 
first and earn the right to be ealjied the 
first bloom of spring. “The brave spears 
of the skunk cabbage.” however. often 
push themselves through the frozen 
earth before the blue hepatica or the 
trailing arbutus breaks ix furry 
sheaths. 

Any of these early flowers may be 
easily forced in a wild window garden, 
so that they will blossom indoors long 
before they appear in the forest. The 
plants must be taken from the woods 
in the fall or at the beginning of 
March, brought into the house an@ 
thawed out and then planted in a sun. 
ny window, where they will soon come 
into perfect bloom. They are extreme~ 
ly pretty planted with the evergreen 
spleenwort ferns, which are so charac. 
teristic of the spring woods and rocks, 
and which are more filmy and delicate 
than the most delicate maidenhair 
ferns that grow in the summer forests, 

The mandenbair spleenwort, or As» 
plenium trichomania, is an abundant 
fern on limestone rocks in shady places 
It grows in thick tufts In pockets im 
the rocks, its delicate leaflets mounted 
on threadlike ebony stripes. 

When the blossoming .hepatica is 
massed in thick clusters in a deep cen 
ter dish of delft with only the spleen 
wort fern, it is exceedingly effective, 
as it has no leaves unti! after it blos 
soms. The leaves that cling to the 
flowers are the half withered leaves of 
last year, and they should be trimmed 
away. These flowers grow in such clus 
ters and are so intense in hue that 
they are much more attractive as a ta- 
ble centerpiece than the trailing arbu 
tus, which is sometimes forced inta 
bloom in the house and used In the 
same way. 

The hepatica comes into bloom in the 
open woods late in Marci or at the be 
ginning of April. To force it inta 
bloom at as early a date Waster 
Sunday it will to start 
the plants a week or more in advance 
See that the plants selected have abun. 
dant a full cluster of 
buds in their little hairy sbeaths close 
to the roots. 

Thaw out the plants at first with 
cold water and place them in the cel 
lar. Do not bring them into a warm 
room until all the frost has disappeared

They are decorated with all the flowers 
that bloom in the spring and tied with 
ribbons to match. There are, too, unique 
little sachets of satin in the shape of a 
lily or pansy. A novelty which will 
find fuvor is a basket of colored tissue 
paper resembling a big chrysanthe- 
mum. Its long leaves are meant to 
conceal Easter eggs or bonbons. Tiny 
potted ferns set in cups of crimped and 
painted paper are just the thing for an 
Easter greeting. Some of the cups rep- 
resent Easter lilies. Decorated china 
violet holders are angther pretty sug- 
gestion. Seasonable gifts which may 
be used for Easter will be found 
among the art linen, traveling cases, 
steamer pillows, fancy silk bags and 
the new washable cases for turnover 
collars.

The Business Way. 

My favorite way of growing straw- 
berries is in matted rows. This is the 
business method. I set my plants far 
enough apart so that I get just plants 
enough for the runners to make a good 
j matted row with a good big patch left 
between each two rows. This avoids 
the necessity of cutting out many run- 
ners. In small gardens I sometimes 
set plants closer together, say fifteen 
to eighteen inches apart in the rows 
and the rows two feet apart. In that 
ease the plants must be kept down 
to single stools. This requires very 

close attention as to the removal of 

the runners. The plants will run, 
usually with great persistence, and 
_the runners must be removed just as 
‘persistently to avoid trouble. These 
‘single plants give a superior lot of 
berries, especially berries of large size. 

But for quantity the matted row is far 

ahead, and we get good berries too.—

How to Set Dewberries. 
| Dewberry plants should be set six 
feet apart. A good plan is to run the 
rows six feet apart and then cross at 
right angles, with rows the same dis- 
tance apart. Right in the check, where 
the cross comes, the plant can be set, 
spreading out the roots well. Rasp- 
berries, blackberries and grapevines 
can all be set this way. Plants or 
vines set this way can be plowed both 
ways and hoeing almost entirely dis- 
pensed with in cultivating the crop. 

A good way to apply manure or fer- 
‘tilizer to plants set this way is to drill 
}it in the open furrow on the four sides 
| of the plant and cover with earth. 

About the same manure can be used 
on dewberries, blackberries and grapes 

as on the strawberries. — American 
| Gardening. 
| The Carnation. 

The carnation has of late years be- 
come a flower of vast importance, and 
it seems a question of rivalry between 
the carnation and the rose for suprem-

gvailable it will always pay to use it, 


for this purpos®. Set out the plants In 
straight rows, with good strong labels 
to each sort to avoid confusion. The 
ground should be frequently hoed and 
kept free from weeds. Care should be 
taken, however, not to go too deep. 
Later on a mulching of old and well 


decomposed manure should be put be- lr 
tween the rows. It will greatly assist Ir 


in retaining the moisture. If the weath- 
er becomes very dry, one good water- 
ing will be found better than ten sprin- 
klings. 


The Seed Flat. 

An excellent box in which the seeds 
for early flowers can be sowed is about 
18 inches long, 15 inches wide and 3% 
inches deep. This box can be placed in 
the window beside the cutting box. A 
good soil for the seed box is made of 
three-fourths soddy loam and one- 
fourth sand. This mixture gives a soil 
; that drains well and does not run to- 

gether after it has been watered a few 

times. 
| In this box can be sowegi pansy, ver- 
bena, petunia, snapdragon, sweet alys- 
;68um, Salvia splendens or seeds of 
{ any other similar plants that will stand 
transplanting and are desired for early 
blooming. Enough plants can be grown 
in a box of this size to supply a good 
, sized flower garden.

HE DISOBEYED ORDERS 


Engineer Is Responsible For 
Wreck and Deaths 


MAY HAVE BECOME INSANE 


As He Sped His Train Along to What 
Was Known to Be, Certain Death— 
A Nova Scotia Disaster In Which 


Four Lives Were Lost 


Halifax, April 13.—Four persons 
dead, two fatally lurt, at least oue 
missing, and several cthers slightly in- 
jured is the record of a head-on collision 
on the Intercolonial railway which oc- 


curred near Windsor Junction. ‘The 
wreck prostrated the poles and tele- 
graph lines along the roadside and cut 
tLis city off from communication with 
the outside world for several hours. 

The trains that were in collsion were 
a Canadian Pacific railway express 
from Montreal for Halifax and a fast 
freight from WHalifax for Montreal. 
The conductor and diver of thé freight 
had orders to take siding at Windsor 
Junction and let the express cross, but 
for some unknown reason Driver Cope- 
land of the freight ran past the func- 
tion on the main line and met the ex- 
press two miles beyond. The freight 
Was running 25 miles an hour ang the 
express was two hours late and trayel- 
ing about 45 miles an hour at the time 
of the cosfision. 

Both trains were hauled by new and 
powerful locomotives and they crashed 
together on a level piece of road skirt- 
ing a lake. The engine crew of the 
express and Fireman Hill of the freight 
and a brakeman named Thorp were 
instantly killed. The driver of the 
freight is in a hospital with a broken 
spine and cannot live. A tramp who 
was in the cab of the express with 
Fireman Oakley is also fatally burt. 
The tramp had been caught stealing 
a ride on the train and had been put off 
each time by the train hands, but man- 
aged to swing on again and was finally 
taken into the cab out of danger. 

A coroner's jury lias been empanelled 
to investigate the accident, for which 
on explanation is given There is no 
one who can tell why Driver Copeland 
disobeyed orders received in Halifax, 
and ran past Windsor Junction. The 
semaphore was also against him at the 
junction, but he appurently determined 
to take chances on reaching the next 
Siding and crossing the express there. 
If Copeland lives, of which there is 
hardly a remote chuuce, it is said Le 
will be charged with manslaughter, 
if not a more serious offense. The 
wreck still blocks the road. In the 
meantime passengers arriving at the 
scene on other traias are transferred 
past the wreck by bouts on the lakeand 
are forwarded to their destination by 
trains in waiting on the other side. 

The deceased engine crews were all 
veterans and knew every inch of the 
road. Driver Copeland had a reputa- 
tion on fast running, but had never had 
a charge or an accident against him. 
To disobey orders as he is alleged to 
have done in this instance is held by 
railway officials to indicate that his 
mind was temporarily unbalanced aud 
that the fast freight left Halifax wtih 
the madman at the throttle. J. E. 
Price, general superintendent of the 
Intercolonial, accompanied by General 
Passenger Agent Lyons and other of- 
ficials, came from Moncton to the scene 
of the collision in a special and com- 
menced an investigation of the cause 
of the disaster. ‘To The Associated 
Press these men stated that Driver 
Copeland had received explicit orders to 
stop at Windsor Junction and that no- 
body knew better than he that to pass 
that point meant almost certain death. 
The officials are now investigating the 
dying driver’s movements immediately 
prior to taking his trxin out of Halifax. 
They expect to find that he was il! and 
that his actions were not usual for the 
man to display. It eppears that there 
Was no object in running past the 
junction, inasmuch as there was no 
other crossing for a long distance which 
could receive so long a train as Cope- 
land had in hand.

AMERICA’S CUP IS SAFE 


In Opinion of Yachtsmen Who 
Have Seen Reliance 


SHOWS DECIDED DEPARTURE 


On Part of Herreshoff From His 
Other Defenders—Strongest 
Point of Sailing Will Be With 
Started Sheets In Smooth Sea

Bristol, R. I., April 13.—The harbor 
has been alive with small craft aud 
hundreds of people have lined the 
shore and crowded about the wharf 
where the Relianc2 is moored.

He was particularly pleased with the 
power of the craft throughout. Hete- 
ferred to the fact that she cleared the 
water at a lesser angle than the Con- 
stitution, and said that the sheer was 
just as well developed as is the lat- | 
ter boat's, though not so noticeable be- 
enause of the overhangings being 
greater. 

With an American eagle perched on 
her nose and American Wine stream- | 
ing from her bows, the Reliance wes 
successfully launched. That her skim- | 
ining dish type will prove faster than 
the deep-bodied Shamrock III, end 
that she will suceessfully defend the 
America’s cup against Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s third challenger, is the con- 
fident belief of not only two score of 
members of the New York Yacht club | 
who saw her, but of all the yachting 
experts who critically viewed her lines 
before she entered the water. 

Five hundred people stood beneath 
the glistening underbody of the yacht 
when, at 5:31 o’clock Saturday even- 
ing, Miss Nora Iselin, daughter of C. 
O. Iselin, the mauaging owner of the | 
boat, cracked, with the blow of a silver | 
hammer, the traditional bottle of cham- 
pagne, saying at the same time: “I 
christen thee Reliance, and may God 
bless thee.” 

Laurel wreaths and bunches of pinks 
tied with red and lack ribbons, the 
racing colors of Mr. Iselin, festooned 
the bow, and as the yacht slowly drew 
out of the shop the American yacht 
ensign was raised at the stern, Iselin’s | 
private signal hoisted amidships, while | 
at the bow were the colors of the New 
York Yacht club. 

Three thousand people in steam 
yachts, rowboats, on the two piers and 
back on the street behind the shops 
greeted the initial plunge of the Reli-| 
ance with cheers, while a lusty bugler 
on a torpedo boat played the wi 


Among the yachts anchored off the 
works was the Constitution, the wun- 
successful candidate for cup honors two | 
years ago, and this year destined to he 
ene of the keenest rivals against the 
Relianca The Constitution was gaily 
decked in flags, nevertheless, and as the 
Reliance lay for a few minutes along- 
side her older sister, some comnarison 
of the lines of the two boats could be 
made. It was then seen that the bow 
of the Reliance turned out of the water 
sharper, that her stern was lower ard 
flatter and that she had a trifle less 
frecboard. The new boat, however, | 
was soon hauled back into the dock, | 
where she will be rigged. 

It is expected thet she will have her, 
trial spin in about 10 days, after which 
she will have a thorough trying out, 
meeting both the Constitution and the 
Columbia in a series of 35 races in Loug 
Island sound, off Sandy Hook and at 
Newport. Should she prove superior 
to her two rivals, she will meet Shame 
rock III in the first of the cup races on 
Aug. 21. 

The Reliance is a decided departure 
on the part of Herreshoff from bis 
other cup defenders, cnd is an excellent 
example of the American type of fiat- 
floored, fin-keeled boats. She is tot 
such an extreme skimming dish as was 
the Independence, but she nevertheless | 
rqsembles the Crowninshield boat more 
than she does any of her predecessors 
built here. Her lines are very easy. 
with few hard places, and a graceful 
Sweeping curve from the bilges into 
the garboards. Her stern is very flat, 
so that she will leave but little wake, | 
while her bow, although not quite co| 
broad and flat as that of the Inde-| 
pendence, is still very much different | 
from the bow of either the Constitu- | 
tion or the Columbia. She has a long 
keel, but owing to her good heam 
does not carry so much lead in the bull 
as was the case with other cup de- 
fenders. Her bow, toward the end, is

\CLIMAX ON THE COMMON 


in Wollaston by Mr. W. J. Wellington, 


Where a Monstrous Mass Meeting Lis- 
tened to Advice of Men of Promi- 
nence In the Industrial World- 


Operatives’ Success Predicted 


Lowell, Mass., April 14.—The 
feature at the 


chief 
beginning of the second 
week of the textile strike was the big 
demonstration. 


Feminine troops 


marched the streets io martial cirs. 


Even little boys and girls lined up under 


national flags and trades union ban- 
hers. The Textile council of Lovell 


led through the streets a body of men, 
women and children such as the city 
hever before has seen, 

Not since 2000 women massea on the 
common 60 years ago to protest against 
an increase in theie boarding house 


| rates bas a demonstration of this char- 


acter and purpose swayed the 
curiosity of the peopie. It was a!] that 
Was predicted for it. Masses of peo- 


ple lined the route of the procession, 


su 


flags and bunting was displayed in 
stores as on a patciotie holiday. City 
ofticials reviewed the parade from 


city hall. 

A detail of only seven officers eaded 
the procession. Sections marched with 
out music to the north common, mus. 
tered on the southern slope with the 
Textile council in the lead, followed 
by the mule spinners, loom fixers, 
Weavers und carders, and members of 
every department in the mills. Greeks 
and Poles formed sections of thelr own, 
marching behind their own national 
colors. The women were applauded 
continuously all along the line. 

It was at the south common that the 
climax came. That was the pln~ofa 
monstrous mass meeting. It was said 
that never before in «ae history of 
Lowell has there been such a throng 
on the common. Only a small propor. 
tion of them had been in the parade, 
President Conroy of the Textile coun 
cil presided. 

Speeches were made from three dif- 
ferent points on the common. Lresi- 
dent Conroy opened by thanking the 
operatives for turniag out in such large 
numbers, and showing the mill agents 
their strength. He urged them to keep 


|up their orderly conduct and so 
strengthen their cause before the 
public. 


tepresentative Jackson congratn- 
lated the textile operatives on two 
facts—the way in which they had con- 
ducted the strike, and that they are 
gaining the confidence and respect of 
the public. He said that what Lowell 
mill people most needed was true or 

Said he: “The  nill 
give you the increase if 
as they have refused, it 
au good fight. ‘They 
say that their mills are not equipped 
with modern machinery. Is that ary 
fault of yours? If the mills had spent 
some of their dividends for modern 
machinery the agents would not give 
that excuse now and tell you that the 
southern mills are pushing Lowell 
mills to the wall. I don’t think that 
the investigation will amount to inuch 
or favor the operatives.” 

Frank K. Foster of Boston said that 
Lowell operatives should have fol- 
lowed the action of the mule spinners 
and cigar makers of the country end 
perfected an organization agaiust the 
time when the agents should refuse a 
just demand. He said that with such 
an organization to face, the agents 
would not now be fighting to avoid 
paying more wages. 

Representative MacCartney said that 
the wages of operatives are not euough 
to provide the necessaries of ife. Op- 
eratives do not get as much today, ac- 
cording to the cost of living and the 
wealth accruing to mill owners, as they 
have in years past. Every fair means 
was availed of to end this trouble, but 
nothing was left save a strike. 

Rey. Fr. McGrady said that the labor- 
ing people who are producing the 
wealth ought to share liberally in its 
returns. He urged all to join the union. 
He said that labor was not created Jor 
the making of millionaires of the mill 
agents, 

Representative Ross assured the 
textile operatives that all the laboring 
people in New Eugtand cities were in 
s)mpathy, and will do all in their 
power to help Lowell mill workers to 
win the fight. He said that the op- 
eratives could best strike the mill agents 
through the ballot box. 

Lewis Talbot of Lawrence, in his. 
speech, also urged the operatives to 
fight their hattles at the polls. 

President Conroy made the closing ad- 
dress by telling the people that it 
would not be surprising if another 
celebration was held in the near future 
to give expression to joy over the 10 
percent increase. The mass meeting 
then broke up, the operatives lispersing 
to their homes.

Ever since he inflicted 
two wounds upon his former sweet- 
heart, Mabel Freich, puta bullet 
through the arm of Grover Davis, her 
escort, and creased the neck of Joesph 
Clough, who hurried to the girl’s rescue 
last Friday night, he hid been supposed 
to be wandering about without coat 
or vest, and much of the time hatless, 
Last pight be wore a hat and an over- 
coat. Sell explained that he had de- 
cided to give himself up. He was 
footsore and weary from his long stay 
in the woods, and said that he had 
traveled over 60 miles, 

In his story of the shooting Sell said 
that he escorted Mabel French to a 
grange party last Iriday night, but 
she accepted Davis as her escort home. 
Sell determined to tie in wait for the 
pair. He took off his coat and vest 
and prepared to give the young man in 
the case a_ thrashing. When Miss 
I'rench and Davis appeared they were 
accompanied by another young man, 
Clifford Bunker, and not far behind 
was Joseph Clough, with whom Sell 
had been on bad terms. At sight of the 
men, Sell said, he lost his head. Mle 
had his revolver with him and he 
opened tire, but with no intention of 
hitting the girl, for whom he professed 
great regard. They had been engaged 
to be married last fall, he added, but 
the engagement had been broken. Sell 
was booked on a charge of shooting with 
intent to kill. 

Mabel French is reported to bo rest- 
ing comfortably at the hospital, and 
young Davis’ woul is not regarded 
as serious.

Nine Derricks Will Be Set Up 
for the Work. 


Preparations bave been made for 
placing the keel-blocks in position at 
the Fore River shipyard at Quinoy, for 
the? construction of the passenger boat 
of the Fall River Line. The founda- 
tions on which was built the United 
States cruiser Des Moines have been 
cleared of the refuse which has col- 
lected, and here will be built the pas- 
senger boat, About 100 feet away, 
and between this site and the stocks 
where the steel schooner William I. 
Douglas is being built, will be set the 
foundations for the freight boat of the 
Fall River Line.

HOPES FOR THE NEGRO 


| Mainly Depend Upon Best 
White Men of the South 


DENIAL OF SOCIAL EQUALITY 


Not Due to Prejudice as We Usually 


Understand the Word—Past, Present 


| mand Future of the Blacks Discussed 


by Ex-President Cleveland 


New York, April 15.—Former Pres!- 
dent Groyer Cleveland was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a meeting held in 
| Madison Square Garden last night in 
| the interests of the Tuskegee Normal 
and Industrial institute. Among those 
op the platform with Mr. Cleveland 


were Mayor Low, who presided, 
Booker T. Washington and other no- 
tables. Mrs. Cleveland sat in the gal- 


lery with Mr. and Mrs. Andrew 
negie. 

Mr. Cleveland, who was greeted with 
prolonged applause as he was intro- 
duced by Mayor Low, said: 

“I have come here as a_ sincere 
friend of the negro, and I should be 


Car- 


very sorry to suppose that my good and | 


teguiar standing in such company 
needed support at this late day either 
from certificate or confession of faith. 
Inasmuch, however as there may be 
differences of thought and sentiment 
smong those who profess to be friends 
of the negro I desire to declare myself 
es belonging to the Booker Washing- 
tea-Tuskegee section of the orzaniza- 
tion. I believe that the days of Uncie 
‘Tom's Cabin are past. I believe that 
neither the decree that made the sites 
free, nor the enactment that suddenly 
i:vested them with the rights - of 
eltizenship, any more purged them of 
their racial and slavery-bred imper- 
fections and deficiencies than 
changed the color of their skin. 
lieve that among the nearly 9,000,000 
negroes who have been intermixed with 


our citizenship there is still a grievous | 


gmount of ignorance, a sad amount 
of viciousness and a_ tremendous 
amount of laziness and thriftlessness. 

“f cannot, however, keep out of my 


mind the thought that, with all we of | 


the north may do, the realization of 
our hopes for the negro must, after all, 
matnly depend—except so far as it rests 
with the negroes themselves—upon the 
sentiment and conduct of the leading 
and responsibie white men of the south, 
and upon the maintenance of a kindly 
and helpful feeling on thejr part 
towards those in their midst who so 
much need their aid and encourage- 
meut. I need waste no time in de- 
tailing the evidence .that this aid and 
encouragement bas thus far been gen- 
erously forthcoming. Schools fur the 
education of negro children and insti- 


tutions for their industrial training are | 


scattered all over the south and are 
liberally assisted by the southern pub- 
lic and private funds. 

“I do not know how it may be with 
other northern friends of the negro, but 
I have faith in the honor and sincerity 
of the respectable white people of the 
south in their relations with the negro 


and his improvement aud well-being. | 


They do not believe in the social 
equality of the ruce and they make no 
false pretense in regard to it. That 


this does not grow out of hatred of the | 


negro is very plain. It seems to me 
that there is abundant sentiment and 
abundant behavior among the southe:n 
whites toward the negro to make 


of social equality to prejudice, as we 
usually understand the word. What- 
ever it is, let us remember that it has 
condoned the negro’s shure in the 
humiliation and spoliation of the white 
men of the south during the saturnalia 
of reconstruction days, and bas allowed 
a kindly feeling for the negro to survive 
the time when the south was deluged 
by a perilous flood of indiscriminate, 
unintelligent and blighting negro suf- 
frage. Whatever it is, let us try to be 
tolerant and considerate of the feelings 
and even the prejudice or racial in- 
stinct of our white fellow-countrymen 
of the south, who in the soiution of the 
negro problem must, amid their own 
surroundings, bear the beat of the day 
and stagger under the weight of the 
white man’s burden. 

“There are, however, other con- 
siderations related to this feature of the 
negro question, which may be regarded 
as more in keeping with the objects and 
purposes of this occasion. As friends 
of the negro it is folly for us to ignore 
the importance of the ungrudging co- 
operation on the part of the white people 
of the south in this work. Labor as 
we will, those who do the lifting of 
the weight must be those who stand 
next to it. This co-operation cannot 
be forced; nor can it be gained by 
gratuitously running counter to firmly 
fixed and tenaciously held southern 
ideas, or even prejudices. 
brought to the point of doing or over- 
looking evil that good may come when 
we proceed upon the theory that, be- 
fore reaching the stage where we may 
be directly and practically confronted 
with the questioa of the negro’s full 
enjoyment of civic advantages or even 
of all his political privileges, there are 
immediately before us and around us | 
questions demanding our immediate | 
care. These questions have to do 
with the practical education of the 
negro and especially with fitting him to 
compete with his white neighbors in 
gaining a decent, respectable and re- 
tmunerative livelihood. 

“Booker Washington, in speaking of | 
the conditions and needs of his race, 
has wisely said: ‘It is at the bottom of 
life we must begin and not at the top.

Nor should we permit our grievances te 
overshadow our opportunities.’ 

“In summing up the whole matter, 
there is one thing of which we can be 
absolutely and unreservedly certain. 
When we aid Tuskegee institute ang 
ugencies like it, striving for the mental 
sud manual education of the negre at 
the south, we are in every point of 
view rendering him the best possible 
service. Whatever may be his ulti- 
luate destiny, we are thus helping to 
tit him for filling his place and bearing 
its respousibilities. We are sowing 
well in the soil at ‘the bottom of life’ 
the seeds of the black man’s develop- 
nmient and usefulness. These seeds will 
not die, but will sprout and grow; 
nud, if it be within the wise purpose of 
God, the hardened surface of no un- 
toward sentiment or prejudice can pre- 
vent the bursting forth of the bDladeand 
plant of the negre’s appointed op- 
Portunity into the bright sunlight of a 
cloudless day.”

AMERICA’S GREATNESS’ 


Imposes Prudence In Foreign 
Commercial Circles 
~w 
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PLAN FOR NEW ZOLLVERIEN 


To Meet Our Competition In Com: | 

“merce Postponed—Europe Could 
Not Compensate Herself For Dans! 
age That We Might Do 


Rome, April 15.—After a lengthy 
discussion the international agri- 
cultural congress postponed to the next 
congress further consideration of the 
proposition for a European zollverein 
against American competition. The dis- 
cussion was on what is styled “Europe's | 
declaration of war against America.” 

The discussion opened with the pro- 
posal of Julius Rubinek, a Hungarian 
deputy, to establish an accord between 
the European nations for the purpose 
of checking over-sea competition, espe- 
cially that of the United States, by ap- 
plying higher duties to American 
products. 

Count Von Schwerin Loewita pre- 
sented and explained his proposition for 
a European zollverein, adding that be 
wished Europe to defend herself not 
only against the United States, but 
against all other non-European coun- 
tries. He wished also to find a practical 
means of securing an early commercial 
union of the European countries, 

Signor Luzzatti, who has been three 
times an Italian minister of the treas- 
ury and who is considered the highest 
Italian authority ou questions of coina- 
merce, expressed his astonishment 
that, in presence of the high | tariffs 
just voted by Germany and Switzer- 
land and the tariff now being preparcd 
by Austro-Hungary, any dare suggest 
a European customs union to oppose 
American competition, “Is there hope 
for a European agreement?” he asked, 
“before declaring war on the United 
States?” 

It would be ridiculous, he said, to 
threaten war without an understauding 
among the allies. Even the renewal of 
the present European treaties was dif- 
ficult. THe existing tariffs were so 
enormous that they were threatening to 
put back Europe economically to the 
middle-ages. 

“How was it possible under such 
conditions to fight the United States, 
of which he must speak with respect. 
Her greatness imposes prudence while 


| her force commands. Italy, especialls, 


cannot take the matter too lightly,-as 
she not only sends goods to America, 
but men who are going there to seek 
liberty, work and prosperity. The 
present threat was not serious, because 
a customs union was impossible among 
the European nations. If it were pos- 
sible America would defend hersclf, 


| and how could Europe compensate 
herself for the damage that America 


could do? He hoped that the com- 
mercial treaties would be renewed, for 
they, containing the most favored 
nation clause, alone might lead to a 
sort of European customs union, 

Signor Luzzatti asked if the re 
sponsibility for the much condemned 
trusts Hes om» America or on Euroie. 
“I shall support those states,” he ex- 
claimed, “who have no representative 
here to demonstrate that their sins are 
not worse than ours. Let us abaudon 
the idea of European leagues against 
ary one and advocate a conference of 
the representatives of the whole world 
to take measures against the trusts and 
leagues which are perturbing the 
natural equilibrium of the markets.” 

M. Meline declared that it was inm- 
Possible to establish the same duties 
throughout Europe which had such dit- 
ferent products and needs. 

“America is such an extraordinary 
country,” he said, “that I am frightened 
when I think what she may become 
when she has reached the height of her 
development, but if some American 
products threaten us, others are abso- 
lutely indispensable to us. I? her pro- 
duction increases her population also 
increases, thus increasing the home 
consumption. We must study a 
legitimate organization of defense, not 
a zollverein which would be war. It 
will be imprudent to adopt the proposi- 
tion before the congress, which is an 
unnecessary threat and an vurlpe 
measure.” 

Baron Riepenhausen, a member of 
the reichstag, said that the greatest 
threat of the United States was against 
the industries of Europe, but agri- 
culture was also menaced. This sit- 
uation must be faced, bearing in mind 
the proverb that “attack is the best 
defense.” 

The fact that Europe exported men 
to the American continent was no rea- 
son for sparing America, Germany 
had exported 15,000,000 men who were 
now fighting Europe worse than the 
Americans themselves. In conclusion 
he proposed that a committee of gE 
representing France. Italy, Austria and 
Germany, be appointed to study the 
best way for Europe to fight American 
competition. 

M. Meline suggested that representa- 
tives of Belgium and Holland be added 
and moved the postponement of the 


matter until the next congress, which»

RIOTERS IN A FRENZY 


Started In by Lynching Al- 
leged Negro Murderer 


POLICE WERE POWERLESS 


Mob Swept Through Negro Section of 
a Missouri Town and Burned Houses, 
Stoned Negroes and Wound Up by 
Driviug Them Outside Its Borders 


Joplin, Mo., April 16.—A mob took an 
unknown tramp negro from the vity jail 
last evening and hanged him to a tele- 
graph pole two blocks from the jail. 
The negro was charged with haying 
murdered Police Officer Leslic, who ¥ as 
shot dead in the railroad yards while 
endeavoring to arrest several negroes 


suspected of theft. 

City Attorney Decker made a strong 
Plea in bebaif of law and order. ‘Ibis. 
served temporarily to stay the mob, but 
did not appease it, and a short time after 
Decker’s speech the wob started to bat- 
ter in a section of the jail wall. 

Every effort was mude to prevent the 
entrance of the mob, but without avail, 
and within 15 minutes the men had 
gained entrance to the jail and secured 
the trembling negro. As he was 
dragged forth City Attorney Decker 
again interfered and urged that the 
hegro be given a trial. For half an hour 
he talked and the mob listened to bim, 
with the negro in their custody. Atone 
time it seemed that the city attorney 
would win. as members of the mob be- 
gan dispersing, but suddenly a rush was 
made for the spot where the negro was 
being held, and he was dragged two 
blocks from the jail, a rope fastened 
around his neck, and after the rope had 
been thrown over the cross-arm of a 
telegraph pole a score attempted to pull 
the negro from the ground. As many 
more seized the negro and pulled to pre- 
vent O1M Delug banged Wor some mo- 
nients it was a veritable tug of wai, but 
reinforcements on the free end of the 
rope proved the stronger, and the negro 
despite his protestations of innocence, 
was finally swung into the air and 
strangled to death, while shouts of satis- 
faction went up from the mob. 

The lynching of the negro served 01 ly 
temporarily to satisfy the indignation 
of the mob, and late at night hundreds 
of men again assembled and rioted 
through the negro section of the city, 
burning houses, stoning negroes and 
finally driving every negro from the 
confines of Joplin. The police were 
powerless. 

The first act of the mob after hangl 1g 
the negro was to demand the rclease 
from jail of a loca! character known 4s 
“Hickory Bill,” who was under arrest 
on the charge of assaulting a negro, In 
the hope that this would appease the 
n-ob the prisoner was set free. 

But the mob did not disperse. In- 
stead a rush was made through the 
principal street of Joplin, and every ne- 
gro was frightened off the street und 
fied to the north part of the city, where 
the negro population resides. In this 
way the negroes were driven from all 
parts of the city to the negro section. 

Then the mob charged down on the 
section. Stones wera thrown, doors 
and windows of negro houses were 
broken in, and finally several were fired. 
The fire department responded. but 
many of the houses were burned to the 
ground. The mob made endeavors to 
prevent the fire department from ex- 
tinguishing the flames and were par- 
tially successful. Al! the officers of the 
city, township and county were called 
out, but the mob swept them aside and 
proceeded with the rioting. 

Mayor Trigg ran from corner to cor- 
ner and made earnest appeals to the 
mob to cease, but beyond cheering the 
mayor vociferously the mob swept on 
and the depredations continued. The 
galoons were hurriedly closed. After 
the hundreds of frenzied men composing 
the mob had vented their wrath in the 
north end of the city they rushed to the 
southern end where lived a number of | 
negroes. Their houses were vacant and 
not a negro could be found. Three more 
houses were fired and two were cn- 

sumed.

The Board of Health has again 
practically refused te grant Henry H.

LOWELL ARBITRATORS

Mills With Old Style Plants 

Lowell, Mass., April 16.—The taking 
of verbal testimony by the state board 
of arbitration and conciliation which 
is investigating the texti’e sation 
here and the cause of the great strike 
Was completed yesterday afternoon.

Against Officers In Porto Rico Was men were arrested, and which is said 


Ordered From Washington After 
Consideration by the Cabinet—Noth- 
ing Was Imported to Make Money 


Washington, April 16—The atten- 
tion of the officials of the department 
of justice was called to the published 
dispatch from San Juan, P. R., to the 
effect that the United States attorney 
there had declined to prosecute crim- 
inally a number of army and navy offi- 


cers for alleged smuggling, explaining 
bis action by the statement that he was 
acting under instructions from Wash- 
ington. The following statement was 
made by the department: 

“The facts are that the treasury de- 
partment approved a settlement in one 
of the pending cases, on the basis of re- 
lief from the criminal liability upen 
payment of a fine equal to double the 
amount of duties. Instruction to this 
effect was given to the United States 
attorney at San Juan by the solicitor 
of the treasury, and, upon inquiry, 
by the United States attorney of the de- 
partment of justice for confirmation of 
this instruction, the subject was 
brought before the cahiuvet und it was 
directed by the president that Secre- 
tary Moody and Postmaster Genoral 
Vayne should investigate the entire 
subject upon their arrival at Porto

Postmaster General Payne, when his 
attention was called to the matter, 
dictated the following statement: 

“These cases were called to the at- 
tention of the cabinet because they ins 
volved officers of the army and navy, 
and, at the request of the attorney 
general, the secretary of the navy and 
the postmaster general, who were about 
to visit Porto Rico, were asked to 
make personal investigation into the 
facts of the case. 

“It seems that certain officers bed 
brought to San Juan articles for per- 
sonal use which were subjeet to cus- 
toms duties, especially cigars and some 
liquors, and it was sald that a present 
of some of the cigars was made toa 
local club in San Juan. ‘There was no 
charge of importing anything upon 
which it was proposed te make money, 
or to sell for profit—simply personal 
effects for personal uses, some of 
which, it seems, were given away. 

“We were advised by the secretary of 
the treasury, such casea coming under 
his jurisdiction, that in cases of this 
character, where there was no intent to 
import for profit, meaning by that 
where goods were not brpught in for 
sale, it is customary not to prosecute 
criminally, but to settle such cases by 
the payment of the penalty. This was 


Mast! done in this case, and the officer or offi- 


cers in question have paid the penalty 
imposed by the treasury department, 
which is twice the amount of the 
original duties. 

“A settlament on this basis haviag 
been approved by the secretary of the 
treasury, it seemed to the secretary of 
the navy and to the postmaster general 
the criminal! prosecution would be perse- 
cution and we felt entirely justified in 
recommending that no further action 
be bad in these cases,” 

The department of justice has re- 
ceived a dispatch from the United 
States attorney at San Juan stating in 
substance that the judge having juris- 
diction of the smuggling cases bad in- 
structed the grand jury to proceed 
with the investigation, notwithstanding 
the order of the department of justice 
to the United States attorney not to 
prosecute them. He asked for further 
instructions, to which the department 
has sent the following reply: 

“Your duty Is to obey my instruction 
to dismiss pending smuggling cases und 
Present no new cares until otherwise 
directed. Considerations of moment 
not confined to Porto Rico or individuals 
involved have moved administration, 
after full investigation and delibern- 
tion, te course directed, which will be 
adhgred to. But if the grand jury 
calls upon you or court requests you 
will perform your isual functions he- 
fore grand jury. The fact that govern- 
ment may hot or will not prosecute if 
indictments are fourd does not pre- 
vent consideration by grand jury.”

{Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


Sect. 3.—“ In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereatter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use ot the city.”

Are Defendead by Brackett, Who 
Pitches Into President Pro Tem 
Raines and Draws Forth a Bitter 


Personal and Political Battle 

Albany, April 17.-Not siuce the 
memorable days of the Conkling-Platt 
insurrection has the state semtte been 
the scene of more bitter personalities or 
of u more sensational political battle 
than that when Governor Odeli’s nomi-

pation of Railroad Commissioner Prank 
M. Baker to succeed himself was re- 
jected by a coalition of Serntors 
Brackett, E. R. Browe and Elsberg— 
the three so-called ‘insurgent Repub- 
licans’—with the Democrats. An in 
tensely personal contiflict was pre- 
cipitated between Brackett and Senator 
Raines, the Republican president pro 
tem. 

Senator Brackett took occasion to re- 
call an attack of several years ago upou 
the character of Senator Raines, in con- 
nection with certain New York fire de- 
partment legislation. Senator Kaines’ 
reply began with Senator Bravckett’s 
comment upon a New York moru'ng | 
paper’s quotation from Seuator Raines 
to the effect that the three “insurgent” 
senators had not a drop of Republican 
blood in their veins, and would never 
be returned to the senate. Said Mr. 
Brackett: 

“When a senator goes so far as not 
only to commit a breach of courtesy, 
but to violate the decencies that should 
prevail in private life, it is time some 
notice should be taken of bis actions. 
Who is this mighty gentleman that 
wants to read out of the party sena- 
tors who have always done their sworn 
duty and have been as loyal to the narty 
as he? We would study the history 
of this man who has arrogated to hi u- 
self the power of poiitical life or death 
to those who do not chey him. 

“When the senator from the 42nd 
(Raines) was selected without con 
sulation with the Republicans of this 


body for leadership I, with Senators 
‘Elsberg and Brown, did go to a man 
high in power and suggest that there 
might be objections to his being chesen 
leader. ‘The proposition which we 


three made to this man high in power 
regarding the leadership of the senator 
from the 42nd was brushed aside. I 
have no desire to go tuto the personal 
record of the senator from the 42nd 
and——” 

“Don't hesitate, if you want to,” in- 
terrupted Raines. 

Brackett, spurred on by Raines’ in- 
terruption, continued: “Such things 
were said of the senator from the 42nd 
that he deemed it proper to challenge the 
truth of the assertions in a court of 
law. He invoked the judgment of his 
peers and the jury refused to acquit 
him and he then permitted the action to 
rest without further trial, coutent to 
rest under the hideous charge that had 
been made against him. I am willing, 
if the senator will place his hand on 
his heart and say that the charge is 
not true, to believe it. 

“When we went to New York re- 
garding the leadership we urged that 
Senator Malby should be made the presi- 
dent pro tem of this body. But it 
was said that Senator Malby had 
‘wobbled’ at times; that he was not 
absolutely controlled by orders and 
that at times he had had the temerity 
to vote as his conscience had dictated. 

“The subsequent history is open and 
is known to ali. Our prophecy that he 
(Raines) would never be the leader of a 
majority of this senate has come true. 
He was elected leader by his own yote. 
The failure and humillation are bis 
own. This is the man between whow 
and the office of governor of this state 
there are but two lives.

honored president of this body.” 

Every eye in the crowded chaniber 
turned upon Senator Raines as he arose 
to reply. Said he: 

“There is a Latin maxim to the ef- 
fect that when fortune caresses a man 
too much she oftimes makes a fool of 
him. When the powers that be varess 
him as they did when they made him 
chairman of judiciary, the rest fol- 
lows. 

“He has seen fit to refer to things in 
my’ political record. If there is any 
one who should go behind the door aud 
hate himself to death because of his 
Political career, it ts the senatur from 
thea 28th (Brackett). 

“There was a day when the editor of 
a certain newspaper saw fit to publish 
charges against me. I did not wait 
longer than the next session of the sen- 
ate to demand an investigation. This 
investigation, made by an impartial 
committea, arrived at the nnoanimons 
verdict that the charges were false— 
as false as the heart of the 
veiterated them today.” 

Senator Brackett replied:

Will Not Be Delayed by Ac- 
cident to Shamrock III 


LIPTON PAINFULLY INJURED 


When His Challenger Was Dismasted 
In a Squall and Left a Helpless 
Wreck—Dctails of Disaster In Which 
a Maa Was Drowned —

Weymouth, Eng. April 18—Mis- 
fortune which seems to have pursued 

Shamrock ILL culminated in a gust of 

wind which dismasted her and leaves 

the beautiful challenger lyiag a help- | 

Poitlund harbor. The 

accident will necessitate a delay cer- 

tainly of a month and probably of six 
weeks in the challenger’s sailing for 

America, but Sir Thomus Lipton said 

to The Associated Press correspondent 

that the accident would not be allowed 
to interfere with her presence at New 

York in time for the cup races. 

“My injuries,” added Sir Thomas, 

“are painful. I was badly shaken by 


less wreck in 


the fall and have a severely smashed 
hand, but everything is insigniticant 


compared with the loss of poor Collier 
(a brother-in-law of Captain Wringe, 
who was killed in the accident), who 
has been continuously in my _ service 
since the time of the first Shamrock. 
You can rebuild a yacht, but you can’t 
replace a man.” 

The yachts were maneuverirg in the 
roadstead, under mainsails, jibs, fore- 
sails and gaff topsails prior to the 
start. A strong northeast breeze was 
blowing but there was nothing in the 
nature of a gale. The boats seemed to 


earry their racing sails well as they | 


fetched out from the shelter of the 
breakwater, Shamrock III leading on 
a tack out seaward, apparently with 
the intention of testing the strength of 
the wind outside. The breeze had just 
weight enough to keep her leerail! dip- 
ping. Before starting Sir Thomas 
Ratsey, the sailn.ker, and Colonel 
Sharman Crawford, vice commodore of 
the Royal Ulster Yacht club, boarded 
the challenger, which niade a magnifi- 
cent picture, as under her cloud of can- 
vas she drove past Nothe Head.

Shamrock III then 
made a short board on the port tack, 
diagging throuzh a heavy squall with 
her lee decks awash. When nearly a 
mile cff shore, she went about on the 
starboard tack, to stand up to crossing 
the line, when a sudden gust ef wind, 
sweeping out of Weymouth bay, 
struck the yacht and completely dis- 
mantled her.

The Erin | 
passed a line to the wrecked yacht, 
and stood by her to give all the aid nec- 
essary. Sir Thomas, who was extreme- 
ly distressed by the fatality and the in- 
jury to the yacht, said in an interview 
that the accident occurred absolutely 
without warning, and much quicker 
than when Shawrock II was similarly 
dismasted in the Solent. 

The hull of Shamrock III was not 
damaged. The mast went overboard in 
one solid piece. There was at that 
time only one break, which was about 
seven feet above the deck. As the big 
spar, With its weight of canvas, became 
heavier, owing to the water in it, the 
mast again buckled, its head going 
down till it rested on the bottom. It 
is believed it will be comparatively easy 
to repair the mast; but a whole suit 
of canvas is ruined. 

Sir Thomas Lipton had a narrow 
escape. He was thrown down the 
hatchway with a sailor and fell with 
such foree as to break the board floor- 
ing covering the tunk. 

“The whole thing,” said Sir Thomas, 
in an interview, 
I have not yet hed time to realize 
the full extent of the damage. I heard 
only a ripping sound forward and ther 
the whole structure wavered. While 
it was swaying I was knocked down 
the hatchway and through the flooring. 
When I scrambled or de-K again the 
whole catastrophe was over. The ac- 
cident wil possibly delay us a month.”

Notice of Milk Inspector 


{Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.} 


Sect. 3.—“In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
anpually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereaster be licensed by the Ins 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and sltall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 

Srcr. 4.— Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for safe in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Iaspector or In:pectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such ey aye or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
ag offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

Given by Arabs In Honor of 
President Loubet 


EIGHT THOUSAND TOOK PART 


Exhibition of Sports Followed by 
Charge of Native Cavalry and Mimic 
Combat—Desert Delicacies at Ban- 


quet and Dancing by Dusky-Girls 
Ei Kreider, Algeria, April 22.—Presi- 
dept Loubet has participated in a 
veritable durbar of the nomadic tribes- 
men of the desert. ‘The tribesmen gath- 
ered in thousauds from all parts of 


southern Algeria for a ceremony of 


Oriental splendor. 

Up to the present time Loubet has 
visited only those sections of Algeria 
which show the advance of French col- 


onization. Yesterday, however, he en- 
tered the desert country, with its 
Sparse and burned vegetation, where 


the stretches of sand and hot sun pro- 
duced the curious effects of mirage. 

The ceremony was held on 
plateau. Here the tribesmen  as- 
sembled from all quarters, some of 
them having journeyed 300 or 400 miles 
across the desert. Their tents were ar- 
ranged in circles after the Arab custom, 
eack tribe ovcupying a large circle in 
the centre of which were droves of 
richly harnessed camels. The chiefs 
were mounted on horses, but the tribes- 
men were on @imels and formed great 
curavans. " S000 men participated 
in the gath¥ring 

A superb tent of came! hair fabrics 
and Arab tapestries had been erected 
for President Loubet. As each tribe 
passed in review its chief dismounted 
and paid homage to the President of 
France, who distributed decorations to 
the principal leaders. After the review 
came a native fantasia, or exhibition 
of sports. There were feats of horse- 
manship and much burning - of gun- 
powder, the exhibition ending by a 
charge of ill the native cavaliy, which 
wheeled across the plain and charged 
toward the station occupied by the 
president, the horses being pulled up 
within 306 yards of his position. <A 
mimic combat followed, representing 
the attack upon and capture of a cara- 
van by a desert tribe. 

The ceremonies were brought to a con- 
clusion by a grand “diffa” or Arab ban- 
quet given by the chiefs in honor of the 
president. The menu, which 
printed in Arabic and French, included 
such desert delicacies as roast gazelle 
and camel's milk. Dances executed by 
celebrated native beauties followed the 
banquet, and after an exhibition of na- 
tive methods of hunting, which included 
a hare trained] falcons, the 
day's entertainment ended. 

The president then started on his re- 
turn journey to Saida. 
mounting their rode at full 
gallop alongside the train as long as 
they could keep up the pace, their 
many colored barnouses, fluttering in 
the wind, making a brilliant picture. 

The day's entertainment presented a 
spectacie of barbaric splendor such as 
has seldom been seen by European eyes.

Never Such Fire-Works Before. 


Work has begun on the vast system 
of frameworks for the great fire-works 
displays on the occasion of the World's 
Fair dedication ceremonies at St. Louis, 
April 30 next. Magnificent as have 
been former displays of fire-works at 
famous jubilees and celebrations in 
Europe and America, these programs 
will far surpass all former efforts. 
Some of the set pieces are nearly half a 
mile long and 100 feet high. 

Many tons of explosives and chemical 
ingredients for producing the different 
colors of fire are necessary in the manu- 
facture of these novel features, The 
balloons to be used in one feature of 
the display are so large as to require 
tnree days for their inflation. Expert 
acronauts are in charge of this number 
on the long program. One central 
balloon, much larger than the rest, 
will discharge the initial volley from a 
position 1,000 feet from the ground and 
will be followed by salutes from 
fourteen other balloons ranged on each 
side over a stretch of more than a 
quarter of a mile. 

. Bombs and rockets will be set off by 
thousands and the sky will be brilliant 
with new things in fire-works. The 
program provides for two evenings of 


fire-works, a grand stand seating 
530,000 people now being under con- 
struction from which to yiew the 


spectacle,

Described by Our Minister In 
That Republic . 


ASPIRANT FOR PRESIDENOY 


Promised Commercial Favors to Ger- 
mans, but Exposure of Plans Caused 
His Defeat—Admiral Killick Blew 
Up Gunboat Crete and Himself 


Washington, April 22—An interest- 
ing history of the scenes attending the 
enforced retirement of General Sam as 
president of Haiti and of the reyolu- 
tionary period following is told in the 
Haitiaa series of diplomatic exchanges 
appearing in the forthcoming volume of 
foreign relations of the United States. 
Jn Minister Powell's reports to the de- 
partment on tke progres; of events are 


presented some facts not heretofore pub- 
lished. Speuking of the contemplated 
resignation. of General Sum, Minister 
Powell said: 

“The first dissatisfaction oa the part 
of the people toward the government 
was caused by the course pursued by 
the president in the late election for 
members of the house of deputies by 
what they termed unwarranted inter- 
ference on the part of the government 
in the elections. It was charged that 
the only persons permitted to vote were 
those who would promise to vote for 
the government's candidates.” 

Speaking of the candidates for Prest- 
dent Sa u's place, Minister Powell said 
of Leconte. one of the aspirants for the 
presidency: “It was supposed that 
General Leconte, in case President 
Sam should resizn, would be the goy- 
ernment's candidate. It wasalsostated 
that he was supported by the leading 
German commercial and banking in- 
terests of this capital; in return he 
was to grant them certain commercial 
favors, was not to favor a renewal of 
the present commercial treaty with 
France, and was to grant to the Ger- 
man government come place near the 
Mole St. Nicholas for a coaling sta- 
tion. The latter statement, though, 
was noz true, but it is supposed that 
certain arrangemerts were made with 
the agents of the Hamburg-American 
Steamship company by which. in case 
Leconte should be elected, he would 
favor granting them a place in the 
vicinity of the Mole to store ceal. He 
was also to grant them an interest in 
certain mineral lands, which are 
thought to be very rich, and which 
would give them almost exclusive con- 
trol of such lands. The agents of this 
company are Germans and, it is said, 
supplied bim (Leconte) with money to 
a large amount. 

“By some means his opponents se- 
cured a copy of the proposed agree- 
went and published the same in one of 
the daily papers. The next day after 
it appeared Leconte and the agents in 
question published a denial that such 
an agreement was made, but the peo- 
ple in general believed the denial to 
be untrue. This embittered all classes 
against Leconte.” 

The election of Leconte was pre- 
vented by the forcible adjournment of 
the chaiabers by citizens opposing his 
candidacy. 

Following is an extract from the re- 
port of Minister Powell on the de- 
struction of the Firminist gunboat 
Crete, and the death of her commander, 
Admiral Killick, whose surrender was 
Gemanded by the German warship 
Panther: 

“It is reported that the Panther 
reached there (Goraives) about 12 m. 
on Sept. 8. On her arrival she signalled 
the Crete to surrender and fired one 
shot; that she had five minutes to do 
so. Most of the officers and men had 
shore leaves, end were not on the yes- 
sel.

A dispatch from Tangier April 17 
suid the sultan had again offered the 
crown to his brother, Mulai Moham- 
med, who had refused it. It was added 
ina dispatch from Melilla the same day 
that the sultan, accompanied by his 
brother, had started fer Taza, the head- 
quarters of the pretender, and = that 
great excitement prevailed at Fez. 

Mulai Mohanimed, the one-eyed, who, 
tiie dispatches say, has been proclaimed 
sultan at Fez, is a brotlier of the sultan 


just deposed and has long menaced 
the stability of his government. He 
was the eldest son of the late Mulai 


linssan, Lis mother having been a 
Shereefa, and therefcre the legitimate 
wife of the sultan Just before his 
death in June, i804, Mulai Hassan pro- 
claimed as his successor Mulai Abd-El- 
Aziz, who was then only 14 years old, 
the son of a Georgian slave, who was the 
favorite of the sultan. After the sul- 
tun’s death there were signs of a re- 
volt in favor of Mulai Mohammed, 
Who was‘’a general in the army and was 
favored by the viziers in Fez. All show 
of rebellion was, however, suppressed 
end Mulai Mohammed was apprehended 
aud held in prison at Marakesh until 
he signed an agreement to support his 
brother. He was afterward restored 
to his post as khalifa of the city of 
Morocco, asthe Baby le tribe..men refused 
to cease their demonstrations until his 
former powers and dignity were given 
to him. He seemed to be 
loyal to Ald-ei-\ziz and has been in- 
trusted with important commands, 
Mulai Mohamuned is a fanatical Mo- 
Limmedan and a vigorous opponent of 
the liberal policy of the young sultan. 

The pretender, Omar Zara-Hunl, 
nicknamed Bu Hamara, a_ fanatic, 
knows something of military tactics, 
having served in the Moroccan army. 
For a time he lived in Tunis, and there 
he picked up some elements of educa- 
tion which primed him for the part he 
had decided to play. He won the fierce 
Berber tribesmen with his preaching, 
and he played his 
eards. He announced that he was work- 
ing In accordance with the wishes of the 
people of b’ez, the capital of the coun- 
try, who had grown tired of the sul- 
tan’s inclinations toward modernity 
and were only waiting for the pretender 
to enter Pez. 

The sultan really had incurred the 
zreat enmity of his sullen, warlike Mo- 
When they saw 
astride a bieycle they would have 
killed him if they had dared, and when 
iater he took to whizzing about the 
streets of Fez in an automobile the last 
straw seemed to be laid on the camel's 
But he did more than that; he 
began to show some signs of humanity. 
A Mr. Cooper, a resident of Fez, was 
shot and killed in the main street witb- 
out any provocation whatever. The 
murderer was hunted high and low, and 
finally refuge in the tomb of 
Mulai Idris, the patron saint of Fez. 
According to all precedent, the mur- 
derer should have been safe here, but 
the sultan nevertheless ordered the man

uroused the fanatical inhabitants of 
the country almost to a frenzy, and it 
only needed a man like Bu Hamara to 
upply the mateh to the powder. 

The pretender’s _ first expedition 
against the sultan’s soldiers was not 
successful, he and lis Berber followers 
being beaten off, ard in the retreat that 
followed he narrowly escaped capture. 
But he got away tu the mountains and 
reorganized his forces. On Dee. 22 
10,000 Moroccan soldiers, commanded 
by a brother of the sultan’s minister 
of war, received orders to concentrate 
and take the offensive against the pre- 
tender. The army started out, but was 
surprised by the pretender, who at- 
tacked them with cavalry and cut them 
to pieces. According to latest dis- 
patches, the pretender is thundering 
ground the walls of Fez.

porations in Lowell involyed in the 
‘present strike of 17,000 operatives, 
with a single exception, cannot afford 
to pay to their help the 10 percent in- 
crease in Wages demanded by organized 
labor, in the opinion-of the state board 
of arbitration and conciliation, This 
Opinion is contained in a report of the 
| board to Governor Bates summing up 
its recent inquiry the textile sit- 
uation in Lowell, and is corroborated by 
a statement from a state statistician 
based on the figures of an accountant 
employed by the beard to make an ex- 
amination of the financial condition of 
the seven mills in question. 

The Loard’s report was submitted to 
the governor and by him sent into the 
legislature with a brief explanatory 
message. In this connecti«

Looks show that this company is able to 
| grant the advanee demanded.” 

The finding of Frank H. Drown, 
chief clerk of the bureau of statistics 
ond labor, who tabulated the figures 
| taken from the books of the corpora- 
| tions by the board's sworn accountant, 
| is as follows: 

“The question, therefore, as to the 
| possibility of the Lowell mills paying 
its operatives an increase of 10 percent, 
can only be answered after a considere- 

tion of the question: ‘Does the condi- 
| tion of the mill as a productive power 
enable it to carn sufficient to pay a 
a} Share which reasonably belongs to 
| capital as well as the share properly 
belonging to labor?” The results of the 
investigation of the books seem to war- 
rant the inference that material in- 
provement in the workingman’s condl- 
tion is not to be expected from the 
mills in their present financial situa- 
| tion.” 

The board reviews the present troub’e 
as far back as the original demand 
for an increase made in March of last 
| year, and says that when the strike at 

that time was declared off through the 

intervention of a civic committee the 
{impression prevailed among the op- 
eratives that a promise had been made 
that in course of time wages would be 
increased voluntarily under certain con- 
ditions. The board fails to find that 
a promise of an increase was made. 

The report says that the claim for an 
increase of 10 percent again took form 
{in February last in a letter from the 
| Textile council to the agents, in which 
it was stated that the fact that the 


| 


great industrial corporations of the 
country had advanced the wages of 


their employes (in many cases vol- 
untarily) showed that the country was 
enjoying unbounded prosperity, and 
that the cotton industry was no ex- 
ception to the rule was shown by the 
increased earnings and dividends of the 
Wall River and New Bedford mills. 
Furthermore, that the cotton mills of 
Lowell had all declared dividends dur- 
ing the year and that the cost of living 
had increased at least 25 percent. 
The agents replied to this letter, say- 
ing that the mills could not afford an 
increase under existing conditions. The 
report tells at tength of the conferenc2 
between the Textile council and the 
agents, the declaration of a strike, the 


closing of the mills, the offer of the 
State board to act as arbitrator and 


finally the investigation under legisla- 
tive order. From this point the report 
considers the conditions, saying in 
conclusion: 

“The board shows by statistics that 
the cost of living in 1902 is from 13.85 
to 15.37 percent higher than in 1897 
against the 25 percent claimed by the 
workingman and that the wages in cot- 
ton mills in Lowell have been raised 
twice in the same period, or an 
equivalent of about 10 percent 

“The board does not find from ex- 
amination of the lists of stockholders 
that the Lowell mills are controlled by 
n combination as alleged by the em- 
ployes, nor does it find that the selling 
agents control prices in such a way as 
to depress wages.”

Washington, April 24.—A most sensa- 
tional development of the investigation 
of the postoffice department affairs 
occurred just before the department 
closed yesterday when Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne announced the summary | 
dismissal of James N. Tyner, assistant 


attorney general for the postoffice de- 


partment, coupling with the announce- | 
ment the startling charge that all the | 
papers and records in the safe of the lat- 
ter’s office Lad been abstracted by 
Mrs. Tyner, wife of the discharged of- 
ficer, with the assistance of others, 

The postmaster general states that | 
Mrs. Tyner has refused the demand of } 
the government for the return of the | 
papers taken, and says the circum- 
stances in the case will be submitted 
by him to the department of justice. | 
Other sensational developments are | 
expected to follow. The question of ar- | 
rests Is now under consideration and | 
will be passed on immediately by At- 
torney General Knox, 

Mrs, Tyner came to the office of the 
assistant attorney general on the fifth | 
floor of the postoflice building at 3:45 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon and re-j 
mained there an hour. When she ar- | 
rived acting Assistant Attorney General 
Christiancy and the clerks were at their 
desks. Mrs. Tyner passed from the 
public room into the private office and 
xdmitted Mrs. Barrett and Mr. Hamner, 
a safeexpert. Mr. Christiancy reported 
the presence In the office of Mrs, Tyner 
to two inspectors who were investigat- 
ing affairs connected with tho office 
and also personally communicated the 
fact of Mrs. Tyner’s appearance tn the 
office to Postmaster General Payne. 
fhe inspectors reported the matter to 
thelr superior officer, fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General sristow. Mr. 
Bristow asked authority to have Mrs, 
Tyner ejected from the office. The au- 
thority came too late. When the in- 
spector returned Mrs. Tyner had left.

She told the in- | 
spectors, so they reported, that they had | 
a riglt to the papers, as Mr. Tyner 
was still assistant attorney general! and, | 
moreover, insisted that the papers were 
all of a private character, The inspec- 
tors reported that Mrs. Tyner de-| 
clared the papers belonged solely to 
them and she announced emphatically 
that she did not propose to have her 
papers submitted to the scrutiny of the 
inspectors. 

It is suspected at the department that 
the papers have some connection with 
the recent conduct of the office. Some 
Weeks ago a turf investment concern 
whose affairs were aired in court al- 
leged that its operations and working 
methods had been sanctioned by the 
assistant attorney general for the post- 
office department. The charge involy 
ing the oflice of the assistant attorney 
and a lawyer formerly connected with | 
that office were ventilated very gen- 
erally at that time, and an investiga- 
tion was ordered by the postmaster 
general. This was really the inception 
of the investigation that has spread 
into every part of the department. The 
complaints crystallized into a formal 
request for Tyner’s resignation, signed 
by Postmaster General Payne, on 
March 9 last. Tyner had been in bad 
health for a long time and had visited 
the office at only rare intervals, leay- 
ing the oftice entirely in charge of his 
assistant for months at a time. He is 
suffering from an unusually severe case 
of paralysis and in consideration of 
this fact the request for his resignation 
was based on his ill-health. 

Mr. Tyner bas been in the govern- 
ment service in various {important 
capacities for many years. He served | 
as assistant attorney general for the | 
postoffice department, later was first 
assistant postmaster general. Subse- 
quently he became postmaster general 
and later he again assumed office in 
the department. He is one of the best 
known men in official life in Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tyner refuse to make 
any statement, but the suggestion is 
thrown out that there may be something 
to give out by Tyner’s side in the fu- 
ture. Mrs. Tyner apparently takes the 
matter very coolly.

WHOLE FORCE W-PED OUT 


British Flying Column In Somalfiaad 
Completely Annihilated 
London, April 24.—The war office 
has received from Brigadier General 
Manning, in command of the British 
forces in Somaliland, a dispatch from 


Somaliland, April 18, as follows: 

“I regret to report that a flying 
column under the command of Colonel 
Cobbe, which left Galadi April 10 to 
reconnoitre the road to Walwai, had a 
most serious check, On the morning 
of April 17 Colonel Cobbe was at Gum- 
burru, 40 miles westward of Galadi, 
and had decided to return to Galadi, 
owing to the serious difficulty in find- 
ing the road to Walwal and to the 
shortness of water. He was about to 
leave his zareba (protected camp) when 
firing was heard in tke direction of a 
small party, under the command of 
Captain Olivey, which had been sent in 
a westerly direction to reconnoitre, 

“At 9:15 in the morning Colonel Cobbe 
dispatched Colonel Plunkett with 120 
men of the second battalion of the 
King’s African rifles, 48 men of the 
Second Sikhs and two Maxim guns for 
the extrication of Captain Olivey, if 
necessary. As a matter of fact, Cap- 


| tain Olivey had not been engaged. Col- 


onel Plunkett, on joining the detach- 
meut, continued to push on, At 11:45 
Colonel Cobbe heard a heavy fire in the 
direction taken by Colonel Plunkett 
and at about 1 in the afternoon a few 
fugitives coming in reported that Col- 
onel Plunkett had been defeated with 
loss, The news has been fully cor- 
roborated since and I have to report the 
total loss of Colonel Plunkett’s party, 
with the exception of 37 Yaos, who have 
arrived here.”

According to Statistics Gath- 
ered by a Yale Student 


NO MOTIVE FOR SECRECY 


In Taking of Life by Mob as There Is 


In Murder and Suicide—Resorted to 


| 


In Order to Terrorize the Lawless, 


More Than to Wreak Vengeance 4 


New Haven, April 24.—J. Elbert 
Cutler, a post-graduate student of Yale, 
is the first person to make a scientific 
study of lyuchings. He has prepared 
the most extensive table ever collected 


on the subject and bas secured data re- 
lating to its causes and remedies. Mr. 
Gutler says that be has found that the 
newapaper accounts have been cor- 
roborated in nearly every case by per- 
sonal investigation. “There is no mo- 
tive for secrecy in lynching as there is 
in murder and suicide,” says Dr. Cut- 
ler, “and the facts are open. A table 
of persons lynched in the United States 
the past 21 years gives a total of 82388 
up to Jan. 1, 1903. Of this period the 
years 1864 and 1892 wer? the largest 
for lynchings. In the former years the 
vigilantes in Colorado and Montana 
were responsivie for the large num- 
ber. The victims were largely white 
men and they wer» lynched for depre- 
dations on property. In 1892 the lynch- 
ings were in the south, the victims 
were largely negroes and they were 
lynched for crime2s against the person 
aud through race prejudice. 

“There is a relation between legnl exe- 
cutions and lynchings. If there aro 
many executions there are in general 
fewer lynchings. The speedy working 
of the law seems to create respect for 
it and to act as a check for lynchings. 
The decrease in lynchings since 1892 
bas been steady. In the sonth the 
fewest lynchings take place in Janu- 
ary, February, August and November, 
months when the colored people are 
most largely enguged in some diversion 
or work. In August, the month when 
the number of lyuchings is fewest, the 
negroes are all at camp meetings. 
In December, on the other hand, the 
negroes feel allowed to take the greatest 
liberties of the year because of the 
Christmas season. In the 21 years 1872 
negroes have been lynched, an average 
of 89% a year. In that period 1256 
whites have been lynched, an average of 
89 a year. ‘bere have been 61 women 
lynched in that period, 38 colored and 
23 white, 9 of them for murder. Of 
the 615 white men who were lynched 
108 were for criminal assault. In 
the south 1091 negroes were lynched 
and 593 whites. Statistics cannot be 
made to show more than 85 percent of 
negroes lynched for criminal assault. 
Im the west 623 were lynched in the 21 
years, about 43 percent for murder.” 

Passing from statistics to general re- 
flections on the subject of lynching Mr. 
Cutler says: “Ihe American people are 
no less law-abiding than those of other 
countries but they have a different at- 
titude toward the law. In the older 
countries the law is regarded as a 
sacred authority from a superior source. 
Here the law lacks Jong practice and 
the growth of tradition. In a de- 
mocracy the people are a law unto 
themselves. ln a monarchy the officials 
who enforce the law are in no way re- 
sponsible to the people upon whom 
they enforce it. Lynching has been gen- 
erally resorted to in order to terrorize 
the lawless instead of to wreak venge- 
ance. The plea of the lynchers is ‘let 
a past crime be met with a present 
crime to prevent a future crime.’ The 
discussion of lynchings which sprang 
up after 1892 and the formation of anti- 
lynching societies has led to the gradual 
decline of the practice. The educa- 
tional agencies in the south can do 
more than any other single force to 
check lynching, The laws proposed 
for the suppression of lynching far out- 
number those enacted and those which 
have been enacted have generally 
failed of their purpose. The United 
States has spent half a million dollars 
for indemnity of foreign subjects who 
have been lynched within its borders.”

The arctic circle is a circle drawn 
around the earth at a distance of 2314 
degrees from the north pole. Within 
this circle there is a period of the year 
(summer) when the sun never sets and 
another perjod (winter) when the sun 
does not appear above the horizon. 
This is called the Land of the Midnight 
Sun. Christ, the Sun of Righteousness, 
appeared in Bethlehem at midnight. 
This country lying within the frigid 
zone is for a season each year the 
brightest spot of earth, not by reason 
of what it is, but by its relations to the 
sun. This suggests one of the most im- 
portant truths of the Bible—that it is 
hot so much what a mun is in himself, 
but the relation he beurs to Christ, the 
Sun of Righteousness.

Secretary Hay will take 
no action in the matter until he has 
communicated the facts to the president 
and has learned the latter’s wishes. 


The present impression here is that 
the Russian action is a distinct breach 
of faith with the United States. The 
Russian government pledged itself 
three times formally that the “open 
door” should be maintained in Man- 
echuria and that the Russian troops 
would be withdrawn as soon as peace 
was restored. Finally the latter prom- 
ise took the shape of a treaty stipula- 
tion, providing that the evacuation 
should take place within three distinct 
periods. The last Russian soldiers 
should have quit Manchuria on the &th 
of this month. but a plausible ex- 
planation for a temporary retention of 
the remaining Russian troops was of- 
fered by Russia in the claim that the 
country was still disturbed. Officials 
declare thut there is no danger of war 
with Russia over this incident. As the 
result of Secretary Hay’s projected 
conference with the president it is prob- 
able that a remonstrance will be made, 
But it is anticipated that Russia will, 
for the time being, allay foreign op- 
position, or at least that of the United 
States, by carrying out its pledge as to 
the “open door.” 

Russia’s demand on China for the 
virtual cession of Manchuria will sur- 
prise no one who has watched her course 
and studied her needs. When the czar, 
aided and abetted by France and Ger- 
many, wrested from Japan Port Ar- 
thur, which the latter had spilled her 
blood to obtain, it was certain that she 
had secured a foothold in China which 
would serve as the basis of future ag- 
gression. The complete occupation of 
Manchuria, for which the Boxer trouble 
gave an excuse, was another step. At 
that time it was pointed out that not- 
withstanding her promises and signed 
treaties she would not give up control 
of the country that contained the 
terminus of her great Siberian railroad. 

Nothing will ever be allowed to stand 
fn the way of Russia’s determination 
to secure ice-free ports in the far east 
and the neareast. Thwarted by Europe 
when she had Constantinople in her 
grasp, she still maintains as a cardinal 
principle of her diplomacy outlets to the 
sea through Constantinople, the Per-

UNIONS RECOGNIZ<D 


Bliding Seale of Wages For Railway 
’ Employes Is Also Extended 
Boston, April 25.—The Amalgamated 
Association of Street Railway Emn- 
ployes, made up of a uumber of local 
unions, has been officially recognized

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GREAT FROG PRESERVE 


Novel Features of a Wisconsin | 
: | 
Man’s Project. 


ALL VARIETIES WILL BE RAISED. 


—~ —— 


Thousand Acre Farm Leased For the | 


Breeding Ground—Ponds That Were 
Formerly Devoted to Trout Fish- 
ing Are to Be Used For Raising the 
Croakers—Horned Toads Side Issue. 
John Buerger, a well known member 
of the Milwaukee chamber of com- 
merce, has leased his thousand acre 
farm at Lomira, Wis., to E. R. Neuen- 


feldt of Oshkosh, who will convert it} 


into the greatest frog preserve in the 
northwest, says a special dispatch from 
Milwaukee to the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. 

Mr. Neuenfeldt will use five pic- 
turesque lakes upon the farm for his 
frog raising project. The ponds, which 


were formerly the finest trout ponds in , 
' 


Wisconsin, will be cleaned out and de- 
voted to the raising of frogs of all 
kinds and descriptions, from the small 
variety ‘used to entice the gamy bass 
to the larger species whose hind legs 
are used by thousands in the spring 
and summer months in all the large 
hotels in the west and by.people who 
recognize frogs’ legs as a choice table 
delicacy. 

Mr. Neuenfeldt by no means intends 
to confine himself to the frog industry, 
as he has planned to raise horned 
toads by wholesale. The horned toad 
has usually been considered an adorn- 
ment for a curiosity cabinet, but Mr. 
Neuenfeldt has discovered a practical 
use for this product of the desert. 

“Among the side issues that I propose 
to establish with my frog farm,” says 
Mr. Neuenfeldt, “is a distribution 
agency for horned toads. This species 
of reptile lives mostly in the deserts 
of this country, and its great value 
is in destroying bugs such as infest 
and ruin fine flower beds. I will also 
raise all kinds of turtles, crawfish, 
mussels, edible snails, insects and 
worms, to be kept to supply the grow- 
ing demand for educational! institutions 
throughout the country. This will bea 
valuable feature of the industry, as 
there is nowhere any one conducting a 
business to cater especially to this 
trade. My first ambition, however, is 
to supply 100,000 dozen frogs this sea- 
son to the market, and with the in- 
creased facilities which I have for do- 
ing so I have no doubt that I will be 
able to.” 

Mr. Neuenfeldt’s Oshkosh plant con- 
sists of a ten acre pond adjoining Lake 
Butte des Morts, three miles from Osh- 
kosh. The laad adjoining the lake is 
both high and low, with a ridge along 
the lakeside, and a dam is to be placed 
along the lower end of this body of 
ground, while a windmill will throw 
water from the lake over the ridge at 
the upper end. This will create an ar- 
tificial pond and marsh, insuring con- 
tinuous fresh water and at a proper 
temperature. A dam is necessary for 
the control of the water, because wa- 
ter is not essential for the growth of 
the frog at a certain season of the 
year and because at other seasons it 
must be kept high enough to protect 
the spawn until the sun develops it 
into the pollywog and then into the 
next grade, the tadpole. In their wild 
state millions of frogs are destroyed 
annually because the water lowers so 
rapidly that the spawn is left on high 
ground. Instead of being developed 
by the sun the spawn becomes food 
for reptiles, turtles and fish. 

The artificial pond and marsh which 
Mr. Neuenfeldt will establish will thus 
be a protection to the infantile frogs 
against fish and turtles, while a high 
boarded fence about it will prevent the 
insidious snake from creeping into the 
home of the frog, thus saving thou- 
sands of frogs’ legs for the tables of 
epicures. 

This establishment of Mr. Neuenfeldt 
at Oshkosh will be the main point for 
raising frogs, while the lakes on Mr. 
Buerger’s farm will be used as a sort 
of stamping ground. The place is ad- 
mirably adapted to raising them, and 
as it is on the direct line of the Wis- 
consin Central to Chicago the facilities 
for shipping them are excellent.

The Gaillardia a Handsome, Hardy 
Annual, Fine For Cutting. 

Though the gaillardia is one of the 
showiest of flowers and sure to attract 
the attention and gain the admiration 
of all who see it for the first time, it is 
seldom found in gardens, undoubtedly 
because it is so little known. It is a 
native of our southern states and com- 
monly called the blanket flower. Since 
the florists have taken it in hand it has 
been greatly improved, and there are 
now numerous named varieties. The 
flowers are large, often measuring 
three and a half inches in diameter, 


, and gracefully poised on long stems, 


which makes them very fine for cut- 
ting. The colors are gorgeous, crim- 
son, scarlet, orange and yellow blend- 
ing to make a brilliant show. | 

The gaillardia is a strong grower 
and constant bloomer, beginning to 
flower in June and continuing until se- 
vere frosts. The Ist of November last 
year some blossoms still lingered. It 
will grow in almost any soil and posi- 
tion, but responds freely to liberal fer- | 
tilizing and endures the hot, dry sum-) 
mer better than most plants. There 
are both double and single varieties.

Manuring Roses, 

Plants growing in well prepared 
quarters do not require the roots dis- | 
turbed annually by digging in large 
quantities of manure among them, but 
judiciously applied top dressings are of 
the utmost advantage. Bone manure is 
applied by taking a little of the sur- 
face soil from around the stem and 
shaking a handful or two over the! 
roots and then returning the soil. Very | 
fine rose growths and blooms may be | 
produced in this way. Many persons 
think their roses will degenerate if the 
whole of the surface near them is not 
deeply forked or dug and much nat- 
ural manure added every spring, but 
nothing is gained by disturbing the 
roots very much. 


Fruit Notes. 

The Gano is claimed to be a “preco- 
cious” apple, coming into bearing very 
early. 

Cultivation is said to be the remedy 
for the grape root worm in vineyards, 
The Cornell authorities say many in- 


| fected vineyards need to be fed, and 


they suggest a “balanced ration” 
that purpose. 

Every kind of fruit and, in fact, 
nearly every variety of the same kind 
needs a different method of pruning. 

Graft on favorable days. Cherries 
and plums should be grafted early. 

Plant muskmelon seed on sods in the 
hotbed. 

Give good cultivation between the 
rows of strawberries, then remove the 
mulch from iue plants, Placing it in the 
rows. 

Young plants of blackberries should 
be dug before the buds start.

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FREEZING CAVERNS. 
Subterranean Caves That Are Lined 
With Crystalline Ice. 

There are deep cavities and tunneled 
recesses in the earth fur away from 
sunlight and held in the tight embrace 
‘ of rocky strata where secret hoards of 

glittering ice find habitation all the 
year round. Yet down in these queer 
places the ice is as pure and crystalline 
as any that nature maintains in the 
open air; moreover, it occurs on a truly 
grand and massive scale. 

Imagine thick underground ice walls 
and floors and craftily fissured col- 
umns beautiful in shape and color 
streaming from roof to floor of lofty 
rock chambers! And under the slow 
drip, drip, drip of percolating water 
this same ice learns to fashion itself 
into cave adornments — frozen water 
drops, curling slopes, stalactites and 
stalagmites of fantastic shape and 
rainbow hues. 

Subterranean cold waves, or “gla- 
ciers,” as they are frequently called, 
crop up in some 300 scattered localities 
in Europe, Asia and America, but all, 
with rare exceptions, whether true ice 
caverns or grottoes and deep hollows, 
are confined to the north temperate re- 
gions of these continents—that is, to 
places where there is a sufficiently low 
temperature at somé portion of the 
year to reach freezing point and render 
snowfall possible. — Pearson's Maga- 
zine. 


Mythical Creatures of Japan. 

The Japanese believe in more myth- 
ical creatures than any other people on 
the globe, civilized or savage. Among 
them are mythical animals without 
any remarkable peculiarities of confor- 
mation, but gifted with supernatural 
attributes, such as a tiger which is 
said to live to be a thousand years old 
and to turn as white as a polar bear. 
They also believe in a multitude of anl- 
mals distinguished mainly by their 
monstrous size or by the multiplication 
of their members. 

Among these are serpents 800 feet 
long and large enough to swallow an 
elephant, foxes with eight legs, mon- 
keys with four ears, fishes with ten 
heads attached to one body, the flesh 
of which is a cure for boils.

PORTO RICO. 


Antillian Island Rapidly Be- 


coming Americanized. 


| 


NATIVES PLEASED WITH CHANGE, 


Electric Trolley Lines Well Patron- 
ized by the Pleasure Loving Peo- 
ple—Popularity of Baseball—Foot- 
| ball Also Played—Sixty Thousand 
Perto Rican Children In Schools. 


| There can be no doubt in the mind of 
any one visiting Porto Rico during the 
winter that the island is becoming 
Americanized, says the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. Evidences abound 
, on every hand. In Ponce and San 
| Juan thoroughly equipped electric trol- 
| ley roads provide comfortable trans- 
| portation and completely transform the 

appearance of the old Spanish streets 

and highways. Porto Ricans are en- 
| thuslastic over the new system. The 
| travel is necessarily heavy on both 

lines since the San Juan line provides 
| the quickest transit to the suburbs of 
| Santurce and Rio Piedras, and the 
| Ponce road connects the city with the 
| Playa, or seaport, two miles distant. 

Crowds of Porto Ricans take the 
| round trip by day and night for the 
| mere pleasure of the journey. A bril- 
liantly lighted, long American car 
speeding through the canefields of 
| Ponce or out through the palm groves 
| along the ocean near San Juan pro- 
vides a pretty and significant picture. 
Inside, under the glow of the lights, 
the pleasure loving people are gay as 
children. The bright white and colored 
gowns and scarfs of the pretty black 
haired, bareheaded women flutter in 
the breeze, and on almost every car 
may be seen the white and gold of the 
army and navy fatigue uniforms. 
Americans in duck and khaki coming 
from the Country club laugh and talk 
with others in full dress bound to or 
from dinners or dances in the city. 

In the heart of the island along the 
famous military road one meets Amer- 
ican automobiles, some of them with 
native chauffeurs, and the barefooted 

| wayfarers, betray hardly as much con- 
| cern over their passage and no more 
curiosity than the average pedestrian 
in New York. 

In the cities, particularly those of the 
coast, one reads the signs of the chang- 
ing times in the substitution of Ameri- 
can names in brass or black letters on 
many of the office buildings and shops 
for those of previous Spanish occu- 
pants or in familiar advertisements of 
American goods displayed by Porto 
Rican dealers. Every important city 
has an ice plant, and ice wagons drawn 
by yoked bulls make deliveries every 
day. From the latticed doors and win- 
dows of the well to do one often hears 
the sound of Sousa marches or airs 
from recent light opera sung or pound- 
ed upon what must be pianos of the 
old regime, and in the plazas at the 
Thursday and Saturday night concerts 
spiritell American or Enziish selections 
have almost entirely taken the place of 
the melancholy Boringquena and Span- 
ish tunes. 

Perhaps no American institution has, 
unaided, taken a firmer hold on the 
people than the game of baseball. A 
regular league of four teams has been 
organized in San Juan, a field has been 
laid out, graud stand and “bleachers” 
built, and large crowds attend the 
Wednesday and Saturday games. In 
addition, hundreds of boys and men 
play in scratch games every afternoon 
in the fields outside the towns and in 
the schoolyards. Even football has 
been tried. An annual game is played 
at Christmas in San Juan. 

Sixty thousand native children at- 
tend American schools today in Porto 
Rico. In the morning and afternoon, 
as they go and come from their tasks, 
neat and clean, carrying books and 
slates, often chattering their growing 
stock of English phrases, one sees the 
greatest change of all in progress, the 
winning of the coming generation. 
About 500 waifs and orphans—three 
years ago naked, dirty and utterly des- 
titute—today owe their salvation to the 
American charity school, in Santurce, 
where, scrupulously clean, well fed 
and cared for and occupied with health- 
ful games and drills, they are learning 
to associate vigor, order, health and 
discipline with English speech and the 
American flag. 

In the organization of the Porto Ri- 
can regiment quartered in the barracks 
at San Juan, Cayez, Madaquez and 
Ponce the government has accomplish- 
ed excellent results, not only in turning 
out an extremely efficient military 
body, but in establishing and keeping 
before the people a high standard of 
physical training, discipline and regu- 
larity. The Porto Ricans make excel- 
lent soldiers. Their appearance on 
drill and parade is almost faultless. 
They have shown marked endurance 
and willingness in practice marches 
and encampments. 

In many other ways—in new styles 
of dress, imported from the states, in 
changing manners, in the increasing 
use of the English language and the 
desire met with in many places on the 
island to copy or make use of Amer- 
ican implements or methods — Porto 
Rico is becoming Americanized.

Pensacola, Fla., April 25.—Chemical 
analysis of the prepared food sent by 
mail to W. A. Morgan, formerly of 
Elgin, Ills., who died here shortiy after 
eating a portion of it, shows that a 
large quantity of strychnine wag mix2d 
with the food. The package which 
contained the poison has been turned 
over to the postoffice authorities to 
trace to the office from which sent. 


Mad Dog Scare In Gotham 
New York, April 25—Ten persons 
were bitten by a supposedly mad dog 
which raced for a mile along lower 
West Side streets last night, followed 
by six policemen with smoking re- 
volvers and by a crowd of a thousand 
people. The pursuit continued for 
more than half a mile, and the dog was 
finally killed at the Battary. 


Too Sacred to Be Lost 
Washington, April 25.—The [Declara- 
tion of Independence is to be seen no 
more by the public. An order has been 
issued that henceforth the historic 
manuscript shall be kept under lock 
and key in a great fire and light-proof 
safe.

Yellowstone Park 


OF MARVELOUS CHARACTER 


Not Appreciated by the People at 


Large—Suggests Cross-Breeding of 
Buffalo and Common Cattle, Which 


Would Bring Commercial Gain 


Gardiner, Mont., April 25.—President 
Roosevelt has resumed his tour. Be- 
tore going, however, he participated in 
the laying of the cornerstone of the new 
gate at the northern entrance to Yel- | 
lowstone park. The ceremony was per- 
formed according to the Masonic ritual 
and was in charge of the grand officers 
of the state of Montana. 

The president began his address by 
thanking the people and the soldiers for 
his enjoyable two weeks’ holiday and 
then spoke of the patural wonders of the 
park. 

“The Yellowstone park,” he said, “is 
something unique in this world. As far 
as I know, nowhere else in any civi- 
lized country is there to be found such 
u tract of veritable wonderland, made 
accessible to all visitors, where at the 
same time not only the scenery of the 
wilderness but the wild creatures of 
the park are scrupulously preserved as 
they are here, the only change being that 
these same wild creatures have been 
so carefully protected as to show as- 
tounding tameness. The creator and 
preserver of such a natural playground 
in tue midst of our people, as a whole, 
is a credit to the nation. but above all, 
a credit to Montana, Wyoming and 
Idaho. 

“It has been preserved with wise 
foresight. The scheme of its preservu- | 
tion is noteworthy in its essential 
democracy. This park was created and 
is now administered for the benefit and 
enjoyment of the people. The govern- | 
ment must continue to appropriate for | 
it, and especially in the direction of 
completing and perfecting an excellent 
system of driveways. 
that the people, as a whole, can secure 
to themselves and their children the | 
enjoyment in perpetuity of which the 


Yellowstone park has to give, is by as- | 


suming ownership in the name of the 
nation and by jealously safeguarding 
and preserving the scenery, the forests 
and the creatures. 

“At present, it is rather singular that 
a greater number of people come from 


Europe than some from our own east- | 


ern states to see it. The people nearby

There- 
fore, this park, like the forest reserves 
generally, is of the utmost advantage to 
the country around trom the merely 
utilitarian. 

“This park also, because of its 
peculiar features, is to be reserved asa 
beautiful playground. Here all the 
wild creatures of the old days are be- | 
ing preserved and their overflow into 
the surrounding country means that the 
people of the surrounding country, so 
long as they see that the laws are 
observed by all, will be able to insure 
to themselves and to their children and 
to their children’s children, much of 
the old-time pleasure of the hardy life | 
of the wilderness and of the hunter in 
the wilderness. I have been literally | 
astounded at the enormous quantities 
of elk and at the number of deer, aute- 
lope and mountain sheep, which I have ! 
seen on their wintering ground, and the | 
deer and the sheep in particular are | 
quite as tame as range stock. Buffalo | 
are being preserved. 

“T wish very much that the govern- 
ment could previde somewhere for an 
experimental breeding station of cross- 
breeds between Buffalo and the eem- 
mon cattle. If these cross-breeds could | 
be successfully perpetuated we could 
have animals which would produce a 
robe quite as good as the old Buffalo | 
robe with which 20 years ago every one 
was familiar, and animals moreover 
which would be so hardy that 1 think 
they would have a distinct commercial 
importance. They would, for instanee, 
be admirably suited for Alaska terri- 
tory, which I look to see developed 
astoundingly within the next decade «or 
two, not only because of its furs and 
fisheries, but because of its agricultural

This body at once advanced the 
wages of the men from 27 centsan hour 
to 31 cents. But just at this point the 
unexpected happened. The employers 
shut down their establishments, saying 
that they were unable to pay the rate 
assessed, and that they could import 
furniture, pay 25 per cent customs duty 
and still sell it cheaper than they could 
make and market it at the new rate of 
wages to their men, The experiment 
seems to lack some of the features of 
success. It does not take into consider- 
ation the law of supply and demand.—

(Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.} 


Sect. 3.— In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in ca‘riages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereaiter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Mik of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 


Szcr. 4.—*' Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
tor each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

BOTH STIFF AND POW ERFUL 


Flood Tide Did Not Interfere Witb 
Progress of Craft and Tenders Had 
All They Could Do to Keep Up With 
Her—Columbia Not Ready For Test 


Bristol, R. I., April 27.—The Reliance 
was taken out for a spin Sunday after- 
noon and she proved, as she did on 
Saturday, a stiff and powerful craft. 


She was very fast in beating and | 


reaching. Under small sail she beat 
down to the lower bay in a light south- 
east wind, 
Musslebed light she caught a slant of 
wind and reached over to Prudence isl- 
and, making long and short legs almost 
down te Gould island, Then she was 
brought about and started on a reach

She made several short 
hitches under mainsail, working topsail 
and jib, down to the main channe! off

The wind 
changed from southeast to east-south- 
east soon after, and the yacht having 
left Hogg’s island shoal light astern she 
was worked by the wind and the main 
sheet trimed in. The time made Iu the 
beat to Musslebed light was 22 min- 
utes, a distance of two miles. 

At this time the baby jibtopsall was 
sent aloft in stops and immediately 
after broken out. A flood tide was 
running quite strong, yet it did not In- 
terfere with the progress of the craft, 
although taking her on the weather 


was about seven knots, and the water 
smooth, and this condition lasted 
throughout the trip. 

The sails at this time did not seeia to 
set quite as well as they did Saturday 
afternoon, the leech of the mainsail be- 
ing quite flat, and the leech of the

Russia also is 
reminded of the severe blow to Amer- 
ican trade which must follow the grant- 
ing of the first two demands, that no 
nore ports or towns in Manchuria be 
opened and that no additional foreign 
consuls be admitted. 

Russia's reason for contending for the 
closed door in Manchuria is the claim 
that the open door there is not a com- 
mercial, but a political question. She 
continues to assure the United States 
that in some way this country’s inter- 
ests will be protected in Manchuria. 
The point is made that as the Man- 
churian demands are still in negotlation 
between St. Petersburg and Pekin, the 
United States cannot expect that Rus-

“As the result of my observations it 
is my judgment that the discontinuance 
of the liquor feature of the canteen 
has been beneficial to the army. Now 
| that the temptation has been removed 
from the immediate presence of the 
| young men of the army, they are less 

likely to indulge in the use of liquor. 

“The number of troops that will be 
required to occupy the Philippine isl- 
}ands is still problematical. While it 
| is cl.imed that the people are pacified, 
evidences of hostility toward Amer- 
ican sovereignty are apparent. ‘The 
newspapers, published in both Spanish 
; and English, contain almost dally ac- 
counts of hostilities, depredation or dis- 
turbances of the peace. Against these 
armed bands the civil government is 
employing the constabulary, a force of 
about 6000 men, 

“In my Judgment the heavy artillery 
troops now in the Philippine islands 
should be withdrawn without delay as 
| there is no legitimate use for them in 

the archipelago, 

“There is quite as much if not more 
need for cavalry in the Philippine isl- 
ands than in the United States, and as 
some of the cavalry regiments never 
have served in the Philippines, I think 
it advisable that they should share their 
proportion of the duties in that coun- 
try. 

“I found a large proportion of the 
troops occupying church property, 
monasteries, colleges and convents, 
This I believe to be entirely wrong, 
and it should be discontinued without 
delay.” 

Of the supplies furnished troops he 
says; “While the supplies, asa rule, 

| have been abundant and of good qual- 
ity, there is, in my opinion, too much 
cold storage meat used for the good of 
the troops, Its constant use becomes 
very distasteful, and in the opinion of 
many eminent physicians it is not the 
most healthful. In my opinion it would 
be advisable to send government 
steamers to Australia and have them 
loaded with live stock, which can be 
distributed in small quantities near the 
different garrisons so that they could at 
any time have fresh beef and muttonas 
a part of the ration.” 

General Miles renews a recommenda 
| tion made prior to his visit to the 
Philippines that at Yeast one strategic 
Position be fortified beyond the pos- 
sibility of capture by any foreign fleets. 

“In my journeys through the arch- 
| Ipelago I was frequently appealed to 
| aid in assisting the people to obtain a 
food supply, of which they will be in 
great need in the near future. I do 
not think there is today a people so 
eorely afflicted as the eight millions of 
inhabitants of this archipelago. Their 
country has been devastated by war, 
and several provinces are suffering 
| Bow severely as the result of recon- 
; centration in the past. In some places 
‘locusts have destroyed the crops,

RUSSIA MAKES ANSWER 


Which Meets Desires of Our 
Government 


OPEN DOOR IS MAINTAINED 


 ediastanan of Foreign Consyls Into 
| Manchuria Depends Upon China— 
| Nothing Directed Against Interests 


of Other Powers or Their Trade -' 


Washington, April 28.—Consider- 
able interest is shown here in The As- 
| sociated Press dispatch from St. Peters- 
burg giving a categorical answer by the 
Russian foreign office to inquiries re- 


garding the eight demands which are 
said to have been made on China in 
connection with Manchuria. It was re- 
garded as of great importance, and if 
borne out by subsequent information 
| through diplomatic channels will give 
| general satisfaction and meet in a 
large degree the desires of our govern- 
meut. It was in relation to the first 
two demands that the United States 
was interested particularly, and it was 
these demands which prompted it to 
address notes of inquiry and protest to 
St. Petersburg and Pekin. ‘They in- 
volved severe restrictions to American 
trade and the United States therefore 
was prompt to protest. 

The assurance of the Russian for- 
eign office would seem to set at restany 
serious menace in that respect. The re- 
plies of the Itussians regarding the 
other demands also caused a feeling of 
relief here and the hope of the ofticials 
| ig that Ruseia’s position is fully and 
| correctly set forth. 


As cabled from Pekin April 23 the 
| Russian demands were as follows: 

| First—No more Manchurian ports or 
| towns are to be opened. 

Second—No more foreign consuls are 
| to be admitted into Manchuria. 

Third—No foreigners, except Rus- 
sians, are to be employed in the public 
| service of Manchuria. 

Fourth—The present status of the ad- 
ministration of Manchuria is to re- 
main unchanged. 

Fifth--The customs receipts at the 
port of New Chwang are to be given to 
the Russo-Chinese bank. 

Sixth—A sanitary commission is to 
| be organized under Russian control. 

Seventh—Rv ssia is entitled to attach 
the telegraph wires and poles of all 
Chinese lines in Manchuria. 

EHighth—No territory in Manchuria 
is to be alienated to any other power. 

Commenting on each point separately 
the Russian foreign office says: 

First—Absolutely false. Not our af- 
fair. 

Second—Depends upon China. Not 
mentioned in our pour parlers. 

Third—False. 

Fourth—Unimportant. 

Fifth—Such ig the present arrange- 
meut. 

Sixth—Extremely important, since an 
English vessel in 1902 introduced the 
plague. 

Seventh—False. 

Eighth—The integrity of China is al- 
ready adopted into the Russian pro- 
grain. No need to discuss that now. 

Regarding the whole negotiations, 
which have been dragging on since 
January, the foreign office says: 

“There is nothing directed in any 
manner against the interests of the other 
powers or their commerce; others en- 
Joy the same rights of commerce in the 
interior as we. Of the towns not opened 
to trade the raliway will carry Russian 
and foreign goods alike through the 
country, but we or they cannot sgell 
them in the unopened towns. If the 
towns are opened all will benefit alike. 
It is in the railway’s interest to de- 
mand the widest possible developments 
of trade. The pour parlers concern 
multitudinous detailed questions which 
were not foreseen when the evacua- 
tion was decided upon. 


Talked on Good Citizenship 

Omaha, April 28.—The president's 
Visit here was somewhat marred by ine 
clement weather. In his address he 
devoted most of his speech to the ques- 
tion of good citizenship and went over 
very fully and thoroughly the ground 
he has heretofore covered on this sub- 
ject. He also delivered a brief eulogy 
on the lifo of General Grant, it being the 
anniversary of his birth. 


Cruiser Under Rush Orders 

Halifax, April 28—The British a@& 
miralty has ordered the cruiser Retrt- 
bution to proceed at once to Trinidad to 
protect the lives of the British officials 
there, A cable says that rioting has 
again broken out thereand that the gov- 
ernment bouse has been burned.

Apropos of the criticism of Thomp- 
800 Seton’s animal stories by John Bur- 
roughs the famous naturalist, Willlam 
8. Long, writing of his observations of 
the habits of wild animals in the Bos- 
ton Transcript, says: 

The extreme variety and adaptive- 
ness in the same species are quite as 
true in the wild as in the domestic an- 
imals. The only difference is that we 
see much less of the wiki animal's life, 
and we are still too much governed by 
the prejudices of the old natural his- 
tory. The black bear of Florida dif- 
fers widely in habits from his brother 
of the Mississippi! cane swamps and 
still more widely in habits and disposi- 
tion from the animal of the Canada 
wilderness. The panther of Colorado 
is afraid of the smallest of dogs; the 
panther of New Hampshire and the 
Adirondacks will kill the biggest of 
them without provocation. The salm- 
on of the east coast tastes no food for 
months after entering fresh water; the 
salmon of the west coast is a voracious 
feeder. For thirty years I have heard 
the robin’s song, every note and vari- 
ation of it, yet last summer in the 
Maine woods Mr. Pearl Young, a well 


mon robin. 

Mr. Burroughs denies that a porcu- 
pine ever rolls himself into a ball. 
That may possibly be true of the por- 
cupines that he has seen. Here the 
porcupine has no longer any natural 
enemies that he is afraid of, and there 
ig no need of the habit. In the wilder- 
ness I have found them when I had to 
poke them with a stick, so closely were 
they rolled, before I was sure where 
the head and tail were. Neglect of 
this habit cost the life of one porcu- 
pine that I have seen. It was in deep, 
soft snow. A fisher attacked the por- 
cupine, which stuck his head against a 
log and kept its tail flat to the ground, 
ready to strike. The fisher tunneled 
deep in the snow, passed under the tail 
and body of the porcupine, stuck bis 
head out of the snow under the porcu- 
pine’s throat, gripped him and killed 
him without receiving a single barb. 

Mr. Burroughs will call this a lie, 
because he has not seen it. Fortunate- 
ly Mr. Young, the guide referred to, 
once saw the same thing in a different 
locality. 

The critic accuses Mr. Seton of de- 
liberate falsehood and misrepresenta- 
tion. While I differ radically from Mr. 
Seton in many of his observations and 
theories of animals, my notes, covering 
a period of twenty years of close 
watching of animals, bear out some of 
the things which Mr. Burroughs as- 
sures us are pure inventions. The fox, 
for instance, that deliberately led the 
hounds in front of a train is ridiculed 
as a plece of pure absurdity. Yet two 
dogs of mine were killed by the same 
fox in this way at different times and 
a third in a way much more remarka- 
ble. There was also a fox in West 
Upton, Mass., in the winters of 1887-90 
‘that would play around the hills until 
he heard the hoot of a distant train, 
when he would lead the hounds straight 
for the railroad tracks. He succeeded 
in killing one of them at least to my 
own knowledge. 

Mr. Burroughs is quite as far astray 
about the fox in many other particu- 
lars. He claims that a fox knows a 
trap by inherited knowledge. Now, a 
fox is like a caribou in that he believes 
only his nose. When he avoids a trap, 
it is not because he knows it is a man’s 
invention, but for exactly the opposite 
reason—namely, that it has a smell on 
it that he does not know. Put the 
same trap ia shallow running water to 
take away the unknown smell, put a 
bit of green moss from a stone upon it, 
and a fox will put his foot into it with- 
out a question. He claims also that a 
fox in the wilderness knows as much 
as ina settled community. That must 
be a priori knowledge, for he has cer- 
tainly never tried the wilderness fox. 
Personally I have trapped foxes in 
both places, and I have invariably 
found that the wilderness fox is an in- 
nocent when compared with his broth- 
er of the settlements. And this, con- 
trary to Mr. Burroughs’ absolute de 
eree, is the result of teaching and ex- 
perience. 

Mr. Burroughs denies absolutely the ' 


story of the fox that brought poison to | 


her young. There isa difficulty in that 
story which I hope some day to have , 
Mr. Seton explain, but Mr. Burroughs 
does not discover it. Yet most of it is 
true in both fox and wolf natures as I 
know them. Mr. Richard Maddox, an 
English gentleman who has hunted 
each year for over twenty years in the | 
Canadian Rockies and in Ontario, told | 
me that a mother wolf brought poison 
to her two cubs that were kept chained 
op his ranch and killed them both in 
precisely this way.

Sending Millions of Tons o) 
Rock Upon a Town 


OVER A HUNDRED PERISHED 


Debris Has Blocked a River, Which 
Has Already Overflowed and May 


Complete the Town’s Destruction 


by Flood—Meagre News of Disaster 
Vancouver, B. C., April 80.—Over- 
whelmed by countless tons of rock, and 
with probably 112 of its inhabitants 
killed almost ipstantly, the little mining 
town of Frank is threatened with com- 
plete destruction by flood. Old Man's 
river, which tlows through the centre 
of the town, is dammed up by the 
fallen rock to the height of nearly 100 
feet, and the entire valley above the 
town is flooded for miles. A big body 
of water is pressing with force upon 
the dam, the only protection the town 
of Frank now has, unless the 
Shall find another channel. Should the 
impromptu dam break, the entire yil- 
lage would be swept away. 

A tremendously I¢ud reverberation 
shook the whole valley of the Old Man's 
river and scarcely half the inhabitants 
of the town awakened toa realization of 
the impending danger when, from the 
top of Turtle mountain, overlooking the 


river 


settlement, millions of tons of rock 
were hurled. 
The Frank coal mines, across the 


river from the town, were seen to be 
buried under bundreds of feet of rock 
just as the morning light was break- 
ing. Inside of tive minutes fror tke 
first thunderous shock and before half 
the town realized what had happened, 
a smnall force of men had started to the 
relief of the miners, despite the great 
risk they ran of being buried under 
the rocks, which were stlll being pre- 
cipitated from the lofty mountain top. 
The volunteer relief force was unable to 
get into the mine, but managed to get 
hear enough to determine that not a 
mnan at the working had escaped death 
and many had been fearfully mangled. 

The disaster was merciful to those 
men who were employed above ground. 
in that they must have been killed in 
stantly, while those in the workings of 
the mine may yet be alive if they have 
air to breathe. If all the air shafts to 
the mine were closed up under 
awful avalanche, all the men must 
have died. The disaster was not con- 
fined to the vicinity of the mine alone, 
for many of the dwelling houses in the 
town of Frank were demolished by the 
falling rocks. Some of the occupants 
of these bouses escaped death, but 
many others were instantlp killed. 

When reports concerning the nagnt- 
tude of the disaster and details con- 
cerning it commenced to come in from 
reliable men who had been out pros- 
pecting for news, it was discovered 
that the earth opened for three quar- 
ters of a mile and many feet in width 
and that the whole northern face of 
Turtle mountain slipped from its place. 

The shock resultant upon the pre- 
cipitation of the millions of tons of rock 
into the valley, while only actually de 
molishing comparatively few of the 
houses, shook the foundations of a ma- 
jority of the dwellings in the town so 
that they are unsafe to live in. The 
railroad track for a distance of two 
miles or more east of the station is 
covered with from 10 to 40 feet of roc’ 
and the telegraph wires are down. Al! 
communication is being conducted over 
one wire running west, and this one line 
is so blocked with private messages 
6nd inquiries from the outside that it is 
only with the greatest difticulty that 
press matter can be sent out. 

The rock is still being thrown on the 
town from Turtle mountain and it is 
impossible to venture within half a 
mile of the mine workings. ‘The streets 
are crowded with the relatives and 
friends of those known to be eutombed. 
The women are behaving tn a most 
heroic manner. 

It is generally thought that the 
disrupticn of Turtle mountain was 
brought about by a seismic disturbance, 
although some persons declare that tho 
origin of the upheaval was volcanic. 
No lava has been seen, and aside.from 
the smoke from the mountain tha at- 
mosphere fs clear. There is, however, 
no explanation for the continned up- 
heaval of rock. The eruptive infiu- 
ences seem to centre at the crown of 
Turtle mountain. 

The latest theory as to the cause of 
the disaster is that it was due toa 
rock-slide -which carried the top of 
Turtle mountain down upon the vil- 
lage below. It thouzht thet 
what was supposed to be the smoke of 
a voleano was dust and that the cou-

As King Edward’s 
carriages entered the court of San Da- 
maso surrounded by the loggia of 
Raphael, and which has been trodden 
by the feet of every sovereign who 
visited Rome, with the exception of 
the present Shah of Persia, the English 
ruler was saluted by a battalion of the 
Palatine guards in full uniform. Tattoo 
was given on the drumbeads; there was 
no music, as there are no papal bands. 
It is declared that since the grotesque 
rendering of the German royal anthem 
by bugle on the occasion of the visit of 
the Emperor of Germany the experi- 
ment of having music bas not been re- 
peated. . 

When the royal party reached the 
grand staircase leading to the papal 
apartment, King Edward was greeted 
by Marquis Sacchetti, Mgr. Merry del 
Val and Prince Antici-Mattei. At the 
upper landing there was grouped in 
imposing array a number of other ec- 
cleaiastics, who formed a characteristic 
and magnificent assembly. Bebind this 
group attired in brilliant uniforms 
were the Knights of the Cape and 
chamberlains in black velvet breeches, 


blouses with stiff white ruffs and | 


gorgeously jeweled chains about their 
necks, giving a touch of brilliant color 
to the scene. 


King Edward addressed a few words ; 


of kindly thanks in return for the hearty 
greetings offered him. The royal party 
then proceeded between ranks of the 
Swiss guards, whose halberds gleamed 
in the sunlight that streamed through 
the wide windows. The hum of the 
busy city alone broke the deep silence 
that reigned within the Vatican. 

At the Clementine hall the party 
was met by the papal master of the 
chamber, Mgr. Bisletl, who was at- 
tended by personages of the secret 
antechamber. Upon arriving before the 
private apartment of the pope the noble 
guard rendered military honors to the 
British sovereign. At the conclusion 
of this ceremony the door of the pope’s 
apartment was immediately opened and 
the aged pontiff was revealed standing 
at the threshhold with his hand ex- 
tending, awaiting his guest. He was 
dressed in robes of white and a red 
velvet cape bordered with ermine. 
Even King Edward paused a moment 


upon seeing the pontiff in his white | 


garments. The pope’s face was the 
color of ivory, but he moved without 
aid and with no apparent difficulty. 
From his entire person there seemed to 
emanate sentiments of benevolence 
and spirituality. The king and the 
head of the church clasped bands and 
exchanged a few words in French, 
King Edward passed within the papal 
apartment, the door was closed and the 
pope and his guest were left alone. 
King Edward remained with the 
pontiff for 20 minutes. A bell was then 
rung and the king’s suite was admitted 
and preseuted. This little ceremony 


seemed to please the pope immensely. | 
At its conclusion King Edward took 


his leave, the pope crossing the room 
at bis side and saying his last words 
at the door. 

From the Vatican King Edward 
passed through the Piazza of St. Peter, 
where he was warmly greeted in Eng- 
lish by a number of Scotch pilgrims 
now in Rome, who shouted: “Hurrah 
for the king.” Had King Edward 
looked up at that moment he would 
have seen a figure in a window of the 
second story of the palace; it was Pope 
Leo. Contrasted with the British soy- 
ereign, who stood below in the sunlight 
and the centre of animation of the im- 
mense plaza, the solitary white figure 
in the palace window seemed to further 
the idea of the pope as a prisoner.
